The birthers have no endgame

This column could begin, “American poli- 
tics has long privileged the trivial over the 
substantive.” But that would be misleading 
in almost every way. American politics isn’t 
at all unique when it comes to that ten- 
dency; it’s simply part of the international 
trend. Substantial problems, with their 
often overwhelming social, financial, and/or 
political stakes, are difficult to solve. Far bet- 
ter to take a tough stand against flag burn- 
ing or gay marriage or (after dramatically 
misrepresenting how it is used) fund- 
ing for Planned Parenthood than 
to deal with far more important 
and complicated problems. 

There is no better target than 
the inconsequential. 

Those birthers who question 
the citizenship of President 
Obama have always struck me 
as a particularly offensive group. 

It’s hard not to characterize this 
challenge, which makes a continent- 
spanning mountain range out of some- 
thing less than a molehill, as anything but 
decidedly harassing and inherently racist. 
Watching the president show his long-form 
birth certificate on television was demean- 
ing to all - including the Constitution, 
the country, the president, his supporters, 
and his opponents - yet it had no real- 
world value. 

Although this seems to come as a surprise 
to some, to say one is not racist does not mean 
one is not a racist. Rather, it often strongly 
suggests just the opposite. 

True believers defend the accuracy of con- 
temporary conspiracy theories by arguing that 
they’ve made their collective case through

the incredible accumulation of circumstan- 
tial details they offer (even though those are 
accompanied by a complete absence of smok- 
ing guns). They haven’t. There is no real way 
to back up the accusation that the New World 
Order, in pursuit of world domination, has 
been responsible for almost every political 
disaster, financial collapse, and diplomatic 
failure of the last quarter-century (or half- 
century or whatever). 

Nevertheless, this is the claim: The 
New World Order, a collectivist, con- 
spiratorial power elite, pursues a 
globalist agenda aimed at creating 
an authoritarian, one-world gov- 
ernment. This would facilitate 
the NWO’s ultimate and malev- 
olent goal of substantial world 

r population decimation (by as 
much as 80-85%). In some ver- 
sions of the narrative, they’ve been 
at this for decades; in other versions, 
it’s centuries. 

Opposed to this evil are those individuals 
and groups that can be said to constitute 
what might be called the revolutionary 
underground resistance. Self-declared patri- 
ots, they see themselves as the most devoted, 
commonsense supporters of the United 
States Constitution. Interestingly, not only 
do they get to decide that they are the true 
patriots, but they also are empowered to deny 
that label to any one who doesn’t agree with 
them. Their devotion to the Constitution is 
even more shaky, as their fanaticism is for 
that document as they understand it; they 
tolerate no one else’s interpretation. The 
main activity, besides preparing for a shoot- 
ing war, seems to be accumulating and shar-

ing information on the crimes, connections, 
and activities of the conspiracy. 

One of the more consistent traits of our 
conspiracy hobbyist brothers and sisters is 
their extraordinary insensitivity to the rights 
and/or dignity of anyone who holds different 
views. The birth-certificate press conference 
was barely over before the conspiracy commu- 
nity offered its expected and sadly predictable 
assertion that it was not just a forgery but 
also a very poor one. A person might think 
that even if there were no events to which 
this group would not offer the most obvious 
responses, its various members still might 
take some time to fully consider them. Such a 
person would be wrong. 

It was no surprise that the conspira- 
cy grandmaster, Alex Jones, immediately 
nailed it as a forgery. As Jones regularly 
asserts, unlike most of us, he does not offer 
opinions but rather absolute statements of 
truth. Able to understand completely the 
mindset of the New World Order parasites, 
he has detection skills in that area that 
make Sherlock Holmes look like a barely 
competent Boy Scout. Other conspiratori- 
ally oriented talk show hosts quickly picked 
up the charge, going on about just how 
embarrassingly bad of a forgery the long- 
form birth certificate is, one of them rou- 
tinely suggesting that it was so bad that it 
represented one White House aide’s Homer 
Simpson moment. 

Jones is a true multi- and new-media per- 
sonality, appearing on television and the radio 
as well as maintaining websites. Given his 
charismatic zeal, extensive if very narrowly 
focused knowledge of conspiracy theories, 
and oratory skills, it is no surprise that he 
has emerged as a leader, though the extent of 
his national and international following may 
surprise many. 

Jones regularly denies advocating vio- 
lence, which is at best disingenuous. Not

politics, but also, when speaking - espe- 
cially when he works himself up to ranting 
- he often slips into demagoguery, demon- 
izing all those he is determined to stop. 
Vaccine-caused fatalities are not unavoidable 
accidents but deliberate murders, part of 
the planned extermination of much of the 
human race. The NWO elite are power-mad, 
deranged visionaries who represent a real 
and ongoing danger to the world’s popula- 
tion.

The unanimous vote closed 
a chapter in a long-running contract dispute 
between competing companies.

Texas Comptroller Susan Combs has some good 
news: She has revised her revenue estimate 
upward by $1.2 billion, leaving the state only 
$26 billion short of what it needs to cover current 
spending levels. Of that new revenue, $300 mil- 
lion goes to the Rainy Day Fund, which lawmakers 
still refuse to tap to cover that shortfall. 


With House Bill 1 - the state budget - locked 
away in conference committee, lawmakers should 
be working to get Senate Bill 1811 - the fiscal 
matters bill - passed because of the additional 
$4 billion it releases for the next two years. 
Instead, SB 1811 (in House debate at press 
time) is being loaded with extraneous amend- 
ments as legislators try to tack on everything 
from school vouchers to smoking bans before the 
end of the session May 30. 


Redistricting wars continue: The Senate has 
adopted a map slicing Travis County into four 
Senate districts; they put Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport back into Sen. Kirk 
Watson’s district, but parts of the city will now 
be represented by Laredo Democrat Judith 
Zaffirini. Meanwhile, Rep. Harold Dutton, 
D-Houston, may force the House map to be 
redrawn after the Department of Justice ruled 
that prisoners in New York should be counted in 
their hometowns, not where they’re incarcerated. 
In Texas, the ruling could mean an extra seat for 
Houston; see “One County, Four Senators?,” p.20.

Hard Choices 

City Hall embarks on the bumpy road to social services funding

One of the most inspiring and distressing rituals 
at City Hall is the annual March of the Social Service 
Organizations. It’s not a rigidly disciplined or even 
official affair, and it mainly involves a trail of direc- 
tors and other spokespeople approaching the 
City Council public microphone at budget 
time (just getting up to speed this year) 
to plead for the special services they 
provide to the most vulnerable Austin 
citizens: the elderly and indigent, the 
uninsured, the homeless, needy stu- 
dents and their families ... all those 
folks clinging to the frayed and fraying 
threads of the “social safety net.” 

It’s an inspiring parade because it highlights 
all those organizations still stoutly defending the 
notion that we are our brother’s and sister’s keepers, 
amidst a social system largely designed to undermine 
that belief. And it’s a distressing one, because there 
are never enough resources to go around - not only 
leaving behind plenty of deserving people, but effec- 
tively putting those folks dedicated to good causes in 
competition with one another for the same city sup- 
port. Somebody’s always going to go without. 

The annual ritual recently began again, although 
this year with a difference. For the first time in a

decade or more - nobody is quite sure how long 
it’s been - the city is attempting to review the 
entire social service contract process; establish new, 
“objective” program standards; and in theory open 
up the available funds to new groups of program 
applicants rather than simply adjusting and 
renewing contracts with long-tenured 
programs. As you can imagine, it’s not 
going to be an uncontroversial or pain- 

r I less transition, and the fur has already 
begun to fly. Add to the obvious appli- 
cant apprehensions the current election 
campaign tension on the council dais, 
and you can understand that things are 
likely to get hotter before they cool down. 

Speak No Evil 

I’ll leave aside for another day the relative merits 
of the various programs - that winnowing process 
has only just begun, and while some venerable 
and worthy programs (e.g., the Austin Children’s 
Shelter) have been omitted from city staff’s initial 
recommendations to council (presented last week), 
the shape of council’s final decisions remains far

TIME TO RALLY FOR EDUCATION With state lawmakers contem- 
plating a classroom-closing budget, the Save Texas Schools alli- 
ance is launching one last-ditch effort to convince legislators to 
limit the damage to education. They’re asking supporters to visit 
lawmakers in their Capitol offices on Saturday, May 21, between 
10am and 4pm. The aim is to persuade lawmakers to use some of 
the Rainy Day Fund for education. The group had its first big gath- 
ering on March 12, when more than 12,000 parents, students, 
and education advocates from around the state assembled on the 
Capitol lawn. However, little has improved under the dome since 
then; both drafts of the budget fail to hit even current spending 
levels (the Senate’s by $4 billion, the House’s by double that), and 
there is little sign of any resolution. (See “Education Funding May 
Require Special Session,” p.16.) The alliance is not alone in its 
efforts. Earlier this week, the CEOs of the “Metro 8” chambers of 
commerce - representing the business communities of the state’s 
eight largest cities - were working the House lobby in an attempt 
to find some extra classroom cash.

JUDICIAL RACE EARLY BIRDS Are you ready for Election 2012? If 
your name is Bryan Case, Travis County assistant district attorney, 
the answer is hells yes! Case, who’s been with the District Attorney’s 
Office for more than two decades - and whom Chronicle readers 
may recall as one of the prosecutors on the infamous Fran and 
Dan Keller day care abuse case (“Believing the Children,” March 27, 
2009) - is already out and about, starting his campaign to take over 
the district court bench seat to be vacated by retiring Judge Mike 
Lynch. Case was out in suit and tie on May 14 chatting up voters 
who were gathered at legendary Eastside beer joint Rabbit’s for the 
78th birthday party of the eponymous Rosaleo “Rabbit” Duran. Also 
expected to make a run to replace Lynch is Efrain De La Fuente 
(one of the yogurt shop murder prosecutors), who ran unsuccessful- 
ly in the Dem primary in 2004 for the misdemeanor bench (County 
Court-at-Law No. 5). We’re told at least one Austin defense attorney 
will also join the race for that seat. - Jordan Smith 

TROUBLE ON EAST SIXTH An argument between members of rival 
gangs led to a shooting early Sunday morning near the intersection 
of East Sixth and Sabine Streets, police say. Reportedly after the 
argument turned into an altercation, a 16-year-old male pulled out 
a gun and began shooting. Four bystanders were hit - three in the 
leg, one in the chest - none of the injuries were life-threatening. 
Police arrested the teen on Monday and have charged him with 
four counts of aggravated assault with a deadly weapon. 

Meanwhile, police have also arrested and charged 29-year-old 
Steven Keller with assaulting 41-year-old Merri Gale Hieger out- 
side the Liberty Bar on East Sixth Street on May 6. A widely circu- 
lated video of Keller walking up behind Hieger and coldcocking her 
before grabbing her purse led to the arrest. - J.S. 


DIMINISHING RETURNS 

We didn’t quite break the record ... for unvoting

“Someone just pointed out two years ago, when I first 
ran, early voting came out to somewhere around 64 per- 
cent,” Chris Riley noted in his election night address to 
supporters at Zocalo Cafe. His early voting totals that eve- 
ning came in right at 64% also, prompting the coasting 
incumbent to crack, “Is it the exact same people?” 

Were it the exact same people, Riley would need to be 
making a mayoral run since if he drew all of his 35,300 
votes from 2009 in this election, well, that’s 3,000 more 
people than bothered to show up at the polls this time 
around, and the normally mild-mannered candidate would be 
a municipal god among mere mortals. Needless to say, that’s 
not the case: Riley, too, was recipient of the city’s dispiriting, 
slightly more than 7% turnout, letting him win by roughly the 
same margin (66%) but with some 15,000 fewer votes. 

That said, it seems difficult to dispute that overall it was 
“the exact same people” voting in this election - just fewer of 
them. Candidates hoping to coalesce nontraditional con- 
stituencies, such as Place 3’s Kris Bailey and Place 
4’s Toby Ryan, fared poorly, pulling in roughly the 
same number of votes as candidates like Josiah 
Ingalls, who ran no real campaign to speak of. 

The similarly bare-bones campaign of Eric 
Rangel handily trumped Ryan’s in Place 4 as 
the go-to protest vote against Laura Morrison, 
likely because of Rangel’s chameleonic ability to 
function as a blank slate and absorb whatever 
image voters were projecting on him. 

Of course, most eyes were glued on Place 3 and 
Kathie Tovo’s nearly outright rout of incumbent Randi 
Shade. Not unexpectedly, on election night Shade vowed to 
stay in the race. That’s pretty much standard election night 
bravado, and we’ve seen candidates back away afterward. 
But on Tuesday, after the election adrenaline wore off, 

Shade committed to staying in the run-off. 

That said, she’s facing some steep obstacles. As Lee 
Nichols notes in his precinct-by-precinct breakdown (“Break- 
ing Down the Boxes,” p.24), the most encouraging compari- 
son for the Shade campaign to make is the storied 2005 
election of her Place 3 predecessor Jennifer Kim, who was 
similarly creamed by 13% in the general by Margot Clarke. 
Despite, as the Chronicle wrote at the time, Clarke being 
“the candidate anointed by central-city progressives” - a 
description that could equally apply to Tovo - Kim launched 
a come-from-behind victory in the run-off, winning 53.5% of 
the vote. However, that 2005 race was for an open seat; for 
a candidate with all the benefits of incumbency, a 13% defi- 
cit is much more damaging and difficult to overcome. 

There are also those nonpedestrian money concerns. 
Shade had nearly $75,000 left in her eight-day-out finance

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report heading into the election - money we imagine she’ll 
burn through quickly to signal her seriousness to new con- 
tributors and bundlers. 

There’s also the X factor of the two other candidates who 
were in the Place 3 race - Bailey and former Council 
Member Max Nofziger, who, relying practically on name 
identification alone, pulled in a comparatively meager 
4,560 votes, or 14.25%. It seems voters supporting 
Bailey’s message of limited government and quasi-decrimi- 
nalization of pot won’t find much to truck with from Tovo or 
Shade, but Bailey has already posted an endorsement of 
Tovo on his campaign Facebook page. Ditto supporters of 
Nofziger, who in the closing days of the campaign (possibly 
with some prodding from those “central-city progressives”) 
began attacking Tovo’s equivocating stance on Water 
Treatment Plant No. 4 as not sufficiently green. But the 
anti-WTP4 crowd and Tovo’s supporters overlap, including 
endorsements from the so-called “enviro city” crowd 

k still looking to mothball the plant. While Tovo may 
not have the specifics either voter is looking for, 
she’s still “anybody but Shade” - and that may 
be just enough. 

Of course, all this depends on turnout. Our 
most recent instruction here comes from 2008, 
when the similarly neighborhood-affiliated candi- 
date Morrison crushed Cid Galindo 65% to 35% 
in the run-off. While turnout was predictably 
depressed at 5%, Morrison amazingly garnered 
more votes in the second go-round (13,831 over 
12,888). For Shade, going into a run-off after an even small- 
er general election is half-crazy. 

On the other hand, it’s totally nuts to contrast a potential- 
ly insurmountable 13% lead with the number of actual votes 
making that difference: 4,300, or a little more than half a 
percent of the city’s population. Getting enough voters to 
the polls to upend these completely meager figures is clear- 
ly what Shade’s banking on. It seems a community forum 
discussing single-member districts, scheduled this 
Saturday at the Carver Library, can’t come soon enough. 

I’ll just close with a quote from Bruce Elfant, posted via 
the ACC Center for Public Policy & Political Studies Face- 
book page: “Voter turnout of 7.4% in the Austin City Council 
election narrowly avoided the distinction of being the lowest 
turnout in Austin’s history which was 7% set in 2000. Way 
to go Austin!” 

Sarcastic exclamations aside, no matter your candidate, 
our pathetic turnout totals do show how far we have to go. ■

from clear and is still under review. Last 
year, council gave staff five priorities derived 
from the city’s comprehensive plan - safety 
net/infrastructure, transition from poverty, 
problem prevention, comprehensive sup- 
port, enrichment - and asked them to 
develop a process and matrix that would 
judge programs within those priorities. (For 
more details, see “Scaling the Pyramid,” 
Oct. 15, 2010.) 

But the process had scarcely begun before 
controversy erupted - not directly over the 
staff recommendations, but over the pro- 
cess itself and who gets to advocate for the 
eventual decisions. Most dramatically, Austin 
Interfaith held a presser and photo op at City 
Hall with members’ mouths taped shut - 
to suggest their gagging by 
the city’s anti-lobbying rules. 

Since 2007, all potential city 
contracts (as social services 
contracts indeed are) are 
subject to the anti-lobbying 
ordinance, with strict and 
fairly broad prohibitions on 
“respondents” (applicants, 
or anyone associated with 
applicants) communicating 
with city staff or officials (e.g., council mem- 
bers) on behalf of or against any contract 
during the contract review period, which lasts 
nearly the entire year following application. 

AI itself doesn’t get money from the city, 
but it has been historically supportive of 
certain programs (primarily education-based 
projects like Capital IDEA, which was left 
off the staff list) that it would like to be 
able to support with member input. Not 
unreasonably, the group complains that the 
ban on “lobbying” is too broad, because it 
potentially restricts citizens from even talk- 
ing to their elected representatives about 
these issues. (Where have we heard this 
before?) “This is a democracy,” Oralia Garza 
de Cortes told me. “It doesn’t work without 
the people’s voice.” 

The Driven Snow 

That seems simple enough. On the other 
hand, I’m not so naive as to believe that 
there are no political or financial rivalries 
among social service program operators, just 
as among demolition or recycling contractors 


(to the city’s recent embarrassment) - and 
such rivalries can readily enter the back- 
stage arena, which is what the anti-lobbying 
ordinance is, in purest theory, intended to 
prevent. I spoke to several council members 
about the dilemma - Laura Morrison, Sheryl 
Cole, and Randi Shade, who chairs the Public 
Health and Human Services Committee. All 
three insisted that the review process has 
just begun and that “much work needs to be 
done” concerning the contract matrix before 
any final decisions are made later this year, 
and current contracts will continue until 
early- or mid-2 012. 

As for the public process, Cole said she is 
focusing for now on “what’s allowed” - and 
that’s an upcoming public committee meet- 
ing (now scheduled for May 
25) at which any citizen 
can speak on the programs 
without fear of violating the 
ordinance. Reportedly every- 
body also agrees that the 
consequent council review, 
tentatively scheduled for the 
next day, will in fact not be 
happening for a while. 

Shade has been the committee chair on this 
process, and I asked if she felt she had run 
into a buzz saw. “There wasn’t any way to do 
it without running into a buzz saw,” she said. 
“We’re not buying widgets or pencils.” She 
emphasized that council is fully aware of the 
importance of these services and of public 
review. “We’re not going to make decisions 
without getting significant input about what 
are the impacts,” she said. “We’re not doing 
this because we want to cut funding; we’re 
doing this because we want the money for 
this spent as well as we possibly can - and 
if we want to make a case during the budget 
process for additional funding, we will have 
the rationale for it. ‘Here’s what it would 
buy, and here’s what it would mean for the 
community.’” 

The anti-lobbying uproar is also another 
City Hall lesson in the limits of both good 
intentions and “objective” processes. The 
spending of public money is always a politi- 
cal decision, and you can’t write a magic law 
that will make the politics disappear. 

That won’t stop many folks from still 
attempting it. ■

Education Funding May Require Special Session 


In most years around mid-May, independent school districts 
around the state are refining their draft budgets for the 
upcoming school year. This year, they’re in limbo. No one 
knows how much the state will spend on education or how it 
will slice up the funding, and there’s persistent talk that an 
education-focused special legislative session will be required 
just to work out the basics. With no news being bad news, 
Austin ISD school board President Mark Williams said, “I’d 
like to say I’m holding out remote hope, but it is appearing 
bleaker by the day and by the hour.” 

The reality is that while districts like AISD discuss layoffs, 
cost savings, and office closures, school officials do not know 
how much money they need to save. Until the Lege com- 
pletes its deliberations, they’re shooting in the dark. 

And unfortunately, no one knows if those delibera- 
tions will be completed before the session ends at 
midnight on May 30. House Public Education 
Committee Chair Rob Eissler, R-The Woodlands, 
said lawmakers can technically wait until Sept. 1 
- budget deadline day for school districts - to set 
state spending levels and rules. With little more 
than a week of the regular session left, all signs 
point to a dedicated school finance special session. 

“The closer we get to Friday without a resolution,” said Eissler, 
“the more we lean towards it.” 

The logjam isn’t caused by one or two minor sticking 
points, but by major differences between the House and 
Senate draft budgets. When the current fiscal biennium ends 
Aug. 31, Texas is expected to have spent $54 billion on pub- 
lic education. The Senate wants to add a half-billion to that 
total, while the House aims to cut $5 billion. With rising 
enrollment and an increase in high-needs kids statewide, nei- 
ther bill comes close to covering actual costs. Those num- 
bers are now being thrashed out in the budget conference 



committee, but the divide is so big that there’s serious talk in 
both chambers of sending the budget back to the floor with- 
out Article III - the public and higher ed budgets - then fixing 
those parts later. Austin Democratic Rep. Mark Strama, who 
sits with Eissler on the House Public Education Committee, 
said the “large question of how big is the pie for public ed 
won’t be resolved before a special session.” Nor, he warned, 
will the issue of how that pie will be sliced up. 

That slicing depends on three bills, starting with formula fund- 
ing reform in Senate Bill 22. It would not add any extra money 
to the equation but would stretch the existing funds out over the 
next two years: a small consolation to school districts, but an 
important change for the state’s obligations. If it does 
not pass or if extra money is not found, House 
Appropriations Chair Jim Pitts, R-Waxahachie, has 
warned that the state will burn through all its edu- 
cation dollars for the next two years in early 2013. 
If that’s not bad enough, two equally pivotal and 
controversial school finance bills are similarly 
stuck in legislative limbo. Both would impact class- 
rooms, but they at least give districts some leeway 
to patch their budgets together for the next two years. 
With the two-day unpaid furloughs allowed by SB 12, AISD 
could cut spending by $4.2 million; House Bill 400’s changes to 
the pupil-teacher ratio for kindergarten through fourth grade 
would cut costs by another $9.8 million. However, SB 12 has 
not reached the Senate floor yet, while HB 400 fell foul of the 
unforgiving House calendar and is dead. So now HB 400 author 
Eissler is pinning his hopes on getting at least some of these 
contract reforms added onto SB 1811 - the budget-stabilizing 
fiscal matters bill. He said, “A lot of superintendents are still 
counting on the provisions of this bill, and we still have time.” 
However, time is what school districts do not have. Most 
school districts have already made major changes - like the

1,153-staff layoff approved by the AISD board of trustees on 
March 28 (see “Final Blow: AISD Approves Job Cuts,” April 1) 
- on almost blind faith that the changes would help the situa- 
tion. Back in January, the best-case scenario for AISD was a 
$40 million cut, and the worst was $182 million. The situa- 
tion is not much clearer now. On May 9, AISD trustees 
informed the Citizens Budget Review Committee that it 
may as well not meet through the summer as there will prob- 
ably be little to discuss. The ambiguity also puts any discus- 
sion of a tax ratification election on hold. Since the district 
doesn’t know whether the state is going to completely over- 
haul the “Robin Hood” recapture system, there is little stom- 
ach among board members or major pressure groups like the 
Greater Austin Chamber of Commerce to seek a property tax 
rate change from voters. Strama warned, “It’s very possible 
that school districts may have to wait until July or August 
before knowing how much money they’re going to get from 
the state of Texas for education.” - Richard Whittaker

Not Everyone Hates 
Women’s Health Care 

Republican lawmakers might not like 
Planned Parenthood or funding family- 
planning health services - but Texas voters 
do. According to a recent poll commissioned 
by the nearly 100-year-old nonprofit, 56% 
of all Texas voters support continued state 
funding of family-planning health care for 
low-income women in Texas. That means 
that PP is actually more popular than either 
the Republican Party or Democratic Party, 
said Cecile Richards, president of the 
Planned Parenthood Federation of America, 
at a Capitol press conference last week. A 
majority of voters polled also believe the 
state should continue to provide funding to 
Planned Parenthood to provide well-woman 
checkups (53%), cancer screenings (56%), 
sexually transmitted infection screenings and 
treatments (56%), and birth control (59%) 
for low-income women. 

The poll also revealed that 57% of respon- 
dents believe that Planned Parenthood should 
remain a provider of services for women 
enrolled in the Women’s Health Program, 
the successful Medicaid waiver program 
that seeks to reduce Texas’ Medicaid births 
- which in 2009 alone cost the state $2.7 
billion. Certain lawmakers, led by Sen. Robert 
Deuell, R-Greenville, are seeking to keep 
PP from participating in the program even 
though PP currently serves some 40% of WHP 
clients.

Lege Throws a Bone 

With so much that is so bad (and depress- 
ing) happening under the dome this legislative 
session, it’s nice to find a bright spot wherever 
you can - and last week that light was shining 
on Texas’ companion animals, with several 
bills moving forward that would strengthen pro- 
tections for furry (and feathery) friends. 

On May 12, lawmakers finally passed a 
measure to strengthen the state’s more than 
century-old ban on cockfighting. House Bill 
1043, by Rep. Wayne Christian, R-Center, 
would make it a state jail felony to knowingly 
cause a cock fight, to operate a location used 
for cockfighting, to allow another to use a 
space for such a fight, or to make money from 
cockfighting. Moreover, the bill would outlaw 
the manufacture and sale of “gaffs” and 
“slashers” - steel spurs and knives that are 
strapped to the feet of fighting birds, and it 
creates a class A misdemeanor (punishable by 
up to one year in jail) for knowingly training a 
bird to fight and a class C misdemeanor (a 
fine-only offense) for cockfight spectators (a 
second offense bumps this up to a class A 
crime). The bill does contain an affirmative 
defense to prosecution for those who show 
birds at poultry shows. The measure got the 
nod two hours before the midnight deadline to 
move House bills, with a 123-21 vote. 

Moving on to the governor is another mea- 
sure, Senate Bill 279 by Sen. Wendy Davis, 
D-Fort Worth, (carried in the House by Rep. 
Jodie Laubenberg, R-Parker) which would 


keep pets and assistance animals out of 
harm’s way by allowing a judge to include ani- 
mals on protective orders in domestic vio- 
lence cases. The measure moved out of the 
Senate in March with a unanimous vote and 
made it out of the House on a 132-12 vote. 

Finally, a measure that would require large- 
scale dog and cat breeders - that is, breed- 
ers with more than 10 breeding females - to 
keep animals in humane conditions was heard 
last week by the Senate Criminal Justice 
Committee. On May 13, the so-called “puppy 
mill bill” passed out of committee on a 5-0 
vote (Sens. Dan Patrick, R-Houston, and Joan 
Huffman, R-Southside Place, abstained) 


despite the vociferous objections voiced by 
breeders, who claim that it will hurt hobby 
breeders and that it represents a camel ’s- 
nose-under-the-tent approach to regulating ani- 
mal husbandry in Texas. Foes of the proposal 
- which requires medical care, food, water, and 
exercise for the breeding animals and their off- 
spring - also argue that the current animal cru- 
elty laws are sufficient to rein in animal abus- 
ers. Regulation is the price of living in a com- 
plex society, said the bill’s Senate sponsor 
(and committee chair), Sen. John Whitmire, 
D-Houston, at the hearing. “We are going to 
pass some form of this bill.” - Jordan Smith

The city of Austin has released a revised version of 
its bicycle map - the first update to the map since 
2008 - and the changes are substantial. The city has 
upgraded or installed new bike amenities on 52 miles 
of roadways since then, and the new map has expanded 
from 250 square miles of coverage to 486. It’s a very 
handy tool for both newbie and experienced cyclists, 
with color-coded markings rating roads’ comfort and 
grade, as well as trails - really helpful on lengthy trips. 

It also features a safe-riding guide, and there’s now a 
Spanish version. “Bicycling in Austin is increasing, and 
this map is a key tool the city has to educate new and 
existing riders on the importance of roadway etiquette 
and safe bicycling habits,” says Annick Beaudet, man- 
ager of the city’s Bicycle Program. May is National 
Bike Month, and copies of the map will be available at 
all NBM events. You can also get one on the seventh 
floor of One Texas Center (505 Barton Springs Rd.), for 
$2 at most local bicycle shops, or download it at www. 
cityofaustin.org/publicworks/bicycle.htm. - Lee Nichols 


Bike Study Wants You 

Speaking of cycling, researchers from Texas A&M’s 
Texas Transportation Institute and the University of 
Texas at Austin want your help gathering data to improve 
routes and services in Austin. Participation is easy: Just 
download a program called CycleTracks to your iPhone or 
Android and use it on your trips. “The GPS system will 
allow us to gather information about bicyclists and their 
preferred bike routes,” says Texas Transportation Institute 
associate research engineer Joan Hudson. “By taking 
part in the Austin-based program, users are providing 
valuable data that tells us where we need to focus 
improvements. We will also be able to determine how 
effective this satellite data collection is, compared to tra- 
ditional information-gathering techniques such as sur- 
veys.” The study coincides with Bike to Work Week 
(which began May 16), and data collection continues 
through next May. Participation is anonymous unless the 
cyclist chooses to share personal info, which will allow 
the researchers to compare demographics. For more info, 
go to www.cycletracksaustin.com.

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One County, Four Senators? 


Austin, meet your new state 
senators. Depending on where 
you live, you may have to drive out 
to Horseshoe Bay or even all the 
way down to Laredo to do so. 

Lest anyone think Congressman 
Lloyd Doggett was paranoid 
when he warned that Republicans 
were scheming to split Travis 
County into four congressional 
districts, the GOP did just that 
when the state Senate redrew its 
own lines this past week. In the 
space of just five days, Senate 
Redistricting Committee Chair Kel 
Seliger, R-Amarillo, rammed a 
map through that will take signifi- 
cant portions of southwest and 
southeast Travis County out of 
Kirk Watson's District 14 and 
stretch its boundaries out to cover 
Bastrop County. 

As is currently the case, parts 
of South Austin will still be in San 
Antonio Republican Jeff Went- 
worth’s District 25. But the 
southwest will now go to District 
24 of Troy Fraser, R-Horseshoe 
Bay (stretching all the way to 
Abilene), and the southeast will 
be in District 21 of Democrat 
Judith Zaffirini, D-Laredo. 
Seriously ... Laredo. 

As if that weren’t absurd 
enough, Seliger’s original plan 
would have put Austin-Berg- 
strom International Airport 
under Zaffirini, but a floor 
amendment put ABIA back 
under Watson. 

Watson fought the new districts 
in committee, offering an amend- 
ment that would have kept District 
14 entirely within Travis, but 
Republicans were in no mood for 
it. Watson testified that Travis’ 
minority community has developed 
“an effective, cohesive coalition 
to elect candidates of their 
choice” and warned that chopping 
up East Austin could violate the 


Voting Rights Act. He also 
reminded the committee that this 
point had been heard in earlier 
public hearings but that testimony 
“has apparently been ignored.” 
Statewide, the other major 
scuffle was over Tarrant County, 
where Sen. Wendy Davis will 
lose most of her current constitu- 
ency. Like Watson, she warned 
that her District 10 is now a 
minority-opportunity district (one 
where minorities have the ability 
to elect the candidate of their 
choice) and that moving so much 
of her nonwhite constituency into 
a Republican district likely vio- 
lates the VRA. 

After the map passed on 
Tuesday, Watson said the airport 
amendment was “an improve- 
ment,” but, “I’m still disappointed 
about what was done to Travis 
County in this map. It’s important 
that Travis County and Austin be 
the anchor for District 14. 

This amendment helped. Also 
important is that it reunites 
some of the traditional East 
Austin community.” 

Still, Watson feels that unlike 
the GOP’s congressional maps, 
designed to completely force Rep. 
Lloyd Doggett from office, this 
map doesn’t threaten his own elec- 
toral health. “This isn’t about me,” 
the former Austin mayor said. “Most 
of the people in this district are peo- 
ple I have long represented either 
as senator or mayor. I have strong 
friendships in Bastrop County. This 
is a district that if I run, I’ll win.” 

The Senate Redistricting 
Committee was supposed to 
consider congressional maps this 
morning (Thursday), but the meet- 
ing was canceled. Congressional 
maps are still expected to be 
unveiled sometime in the next 
week, with input from congressional 
members. - Lee Nichols

HIDING BEHIND THE HEDGE 

If your job paid $50,000 a year and you 
stayed at it for 47 years, your tally for a life- 
time of work would be $2.4 million. Not bad 
- but hedge fund hustler John Paulson 
pulled down that much last year. 

Most of us would consider an annual 
income of $2.4 million to be a windfall, but 
it didn’t take Paulson a full 12 months of 
work to pocket his windfall - or one month, 
week, or even a day. That’s how much he 
made an hour. Yes, Paulson could have 
worked one single hour in 2010 and hauled 
off a paycheck equal to what a typical 
household gets for a lifetime of work. 

Now guess who gets the lower tax rate - 
the $50,000-a-year family or the $2.4 mil- 
lion-an-hour Wall Street man? Right. Thanks 
to a loophole big enough to drive an 
armored truck through, billionaire hedge 
fund dealers like Paulson escape the usual 
35% tax rate, instead paying (at most) 15%. 

That’s more than wrong; it’s immoral. In 
Washington, Wall Street-backed Congress 
critters are working fervently to kill Medicare 
and defund everything from education to 
environmental protection - all on the 
grounds that the only way to cope with the 
growing federal deficit is to bulldoze pro- 
grams that Americans count on. But look 
behind that lush hedge over there, and what 
will you find? The 25 biggest hedge fund 
dealers who took $22 billion in pay last 
year. If just these 25 guys were taxed at the 
35% rate, Congress would have an addition- 
al $4 billion this year to use for filling the 
deficit hole, rather than gleefully throwing 
sick seniors into it. 

Since 1995, the total income of the 400 
richest Americans has nearly quadrupled, 
yet the real tax rate they pay has been cut 
almost in half. America isn’t broke - it’s sim- 
ply being gamed by superrich tax dodgers. 


RYAN PEDDLING A RAW DEAL 

If you were being hustled to buy an insur- 
ance policy, would you trust a salesman 
who said, “Let’s go to a bar, have a couple 
of drinks, and talk it over”? As we say in 
Texas: Never sign anything by neon. 

Be careful then, because Rep. Paul Ryan 
is coming at you - winking, blinking, and grin- 
ning - hoping to sell you on his Medicare 
privatization plan. Ryan, chair of the House 
budget committee, and all but four of his 
Republican colleagues voted to replace 
Medicare with this deal. The clincher in his 
sales pitch is that folks over 65 “would be 
enrolled in the same kind of health care pro- 
gram that [we] members of Congress get.” 

“Wow,” you might think. “Congress crit- 
ters always give themselves the best, so 
where do I sign?” 

Think again. Step out of the neon and 
check the fine print, and you’ll find that 
Ryan’s plan is nothing but a political hustle. 
In other words, he and his Republican 
cohorts are lying. 

Note that they say we would get the same 
“kind” of coverage that they enjoy. That’s like 
saying that someone with an old clunker has 
the same “kind” of transportation as a rich 
guy driving a new Cadillac - both have cars. 

Here’s the scam in Ryan’s scheme: While 
the plan that Congress gives itself and the 
plan it wants you to buy are both based on 
the government paying a share of each indi- 
vidual’s annual insurance premium, there’s a 
huge gap between the share that the govern- 
ment pays for them and the share it would 
pay for us. Members of Congress only pay 
about 25% of the cost of their insurance, but 
Ryan’s plan would require elderly Americans 
to shell out nearly 70% of the cost of theirs. 
And very few elderly folks get a fat congres- 
sional salary to help them buy insurance. 

The GOP’s privatization hustle would cost 
each of us more than twice what we now 
pay under Medicare. Don’t buy their lies, 
and don’t sign on to Ryan’s raw deal.

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All the votes That Fit 

Tovo’s Place 3 surprise, Shade’s dilemma ... 
and the great uninterested 

Most election night blowouts don’t come as a surprise: They certainly didn’t in Austin’s Place 
1 and Place 4 City Council races in which, as expected, incumbents Chris Riley and Laura 
Morrison easily achieved landslide victories. 

But over in Place 3, one candidate took an undisputed lead, and it’s fair to say many were 
shocked by the commanding performance of Kathie Tovo over well-funded incumbent Randi 
Shade - a 13-percentage-point, 4,000-vote lead that saw the challenger widen her lead on elec- 
tion day and almost win the election outright. 

Shade now faces lots of questions - at first, whether to proceed with a run-off at all. But on Tuesday, 
she confirmed her intention to “run and win” in the June 18 election (early voting runs June 6-14). 
While she now has the luxury of concentrating on Tovo instead of fighting it out in a four-candidate 
field, the GOTV organizing in Tovo’s brand of neighborhood politics will certainly make her a formi- 
dable opponent. The wild card, of course, is the notoriously low run-off election turnout that will make 
election night’s participation results, an embarrassing 7.3%, look like the height of participatory 
democracy - a debate no doubt playing out among political consultants across the city (not to mention 
in the Chronicle newsroom, where we wonder if readers are as apathetic as registered voters). 

So in these pages we lay out an overview of turnout trends in “Breaking Down the Boxes,” 
p.24, plus our election night dispatches from several parties which we feel illuminate the can- 
didates and their issues - but if Saturday’s turnout is any indication, 93% of you will shrug and 
turn the page. - Wells Dunbar 



TOVO: THE PARTY STARTED EARLY 

It’s fair to say the Kathie Tovo Place 3 
City Council campaign didn’t quite expect the 
early numbers that came in a little after 7pm 
on Saturday night - the Tovo patio party at 
Scholz Garten wasn’t scheduled to begin 
until 8:30pm, though a few early-bird parti- 
sans were already buzzing with the word that 
Tovo had a healthy (43% to 34%) lead over 
incumbent Randi Shade. Soon campaign 
manager Mark Yznaga was on the scene, 
and Tovo followed shorty thereafter, her voice 
mail already bulging with congratulations. 

“Incredible!” offered Yznaga, quickly adding 
that the campaign had worked very hard and 
had good reason to expect to come out 
ahead. “We’ve been saying that people want 
change, and it wasn’t just words - and I think 
you’re seeing that.” Looking forward eagerly 
to a potential run-off, Yznaga added, “If 
you’re an incumbent, and you’re only getting 
33 percent, that’s people making a decision 
that they want to move forward.” 

A few minutes later, Tovo called the early 
numbers “fabulous” and said they “certainly 
indicate that the voters are ready for a change 
in direction,” which would remain the campaign 
message of the evening. Tovo reiterated the 
campaign’s mantra that Austin voters want 
a council that “listens and respects” them, 
elaborating, “I think the public wants a council 
that really listens to their ideas, their input, 
and their experiences. As I talk to Austinites 


across the city, it’s very clear that they are 
suffering financially right now, and they 
want somebody who understands how criti- 
cal it is to address affordability right now, 
as well as the problems facing neighbor- 
hood schools.” 

Former Planning Commissioner Tovo is cur- 
rently best known for her work on the Austin 
Independent School District’s Facility 
Master Plan Task Force, which ran smack 
into the planned state budget cuts and the 
district administration’s suggestion that the 
task force needed to consider the possibility 
of closing some schools. Tovo was among 
those working publicly against the closures, 
and now she advocates that the city do more 
to support the schools and to find ways to 
encourage families to stay in city neighbor- 
hoods. “Council can do a lot to affect those 
matters,” she told me. 

Before too long, the patio was jammed with 
well-wishers, somewhat squeezed by a 
University Interscholastic League gathering on 
the other half of the patio (following the state 
track meet over at the University of Texas). 
Eventually, that made for a comically noisy 
collision, as Council Member Bill Spelman 
inadvertently backed into a waitress exiting 
the swinging doors with a full tray - nachos 
and beer went flying everywhere. The waitress 
was not amused, and Spelman spent the next 
half-hour trying to make amends. 

Another council member/Tovo supporter on 
hand was Sheryl Cole, who said she and 
Tovo share similar backgrounds and similar 
experiences, most notably as strong support- 
ers of the public schools. “I was a former 
PTA mom,” Cole said, “and I was very, very 
active in the education community. We have 
a lot of the same interests and supporters 
from that background. And Kathie is truly the 
only public official outside of the school 
board, that I have known, that has battled so 
hard for Eastside schools. Although it’s not a 
direct City Council issue, it is a direct city 
issue. ... The public school system and city

government need to be more linked, and we 
need more people on the council who can 
see that, and move in that direction. We 
can’t be a great city without it.” 

Spelman’s accident was about as rowdy as 
the evening got, other than the occasional 
flash mob triggered by the appearance of a TV 
news camera. The subsequent numbers 
proved Yznaga right about the campaign’s elec- 
tion day effort as Tovo’s lead eventually grew 
to 46.4%, with Shade hanging right below 
33%. That would seem to make for a slam- 
dunk Tovo run-off, although several old hands 
were recalling as a cautionary tale former 
Council Member Jennifer Kim’s run-off victory 
over Margot Clarke, who entered the run-off 
at 40% and leading by 13% - only to get blown 
away by Kim. But Kim was not an incumbent, 
noted one observer, and Tovo has on her team 
David Butts - a veteran of city races and an 
expert in central city boxes that vote strong. 

Butts himself, who did light work on the 
Morrison campaign and heavier lifting for 
Tovo, was confident even before the late 
numbers confirmed Tovo’s surge, although a 
little surprised by the extent of it. “I thought 
that we could lead,” he told me, because 
“the incumbent was never really above 30 


percent in any poll that I saw.” As for the run- 
off, he said: “I hope it doesn’t devolve into a 
really nasty, catfight kind of thing. ... I just 
hope it will be on issues. 

“From their [Shade’s] perspective, they’ll 
have to be aggressive and have to tear at us. 
The fact is, if you’re an incumbent and you 
don’t do well, it’s like throwing chum out in 
the ocean. The sharks start circling.” 

Tovo closed the evening from atop a picnic 
bench, thanking all her supporters and reiter- 
ating, “The people of Austin want to see a 
change in direction. 

“Don’t go away,” she went on. “I need your 
help, and I need your support.” - Michael King 

SHADE: A GALAXY OF 
STOIC DETERMINATION 

“We’ve gotta stay in the race, absolutely.” 

That was the word from Randi Shade, told 
to the Chronicle over the cacophonous cheers 
of her supporters, demonstrating their enthu- 
siasm in a 10pm news live shot. Those dec- 
larations were the only catharsis the embat- 
tled incumbent received all night, facing near- 
ly an outright loss to challenger Kathie Tovo 
that upended the campaign’s internal polling.

For much of the evening, Shade and com- 
pany clustered in a makeshift war room - a 
corner booth at the Clarksville Galaxy 
Cafe with the laptop of campaign manager 
Katherine Haenschen. (Shortly after 7pm, 
when early voting results were released, 
Haenschen tweeted, “#itsabaddaywhen you 
get 33% of the EV.”) Also within arm’s reach 
was Shade’s partner, Kayla Shell, and 
Mark Nathan (chief of staff to Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell), who had been working on the 
Shade campaign part-time in recent weeks. 

Battling Tovo’s terrific early voting totals 
was one thing for the crew; an even more 
painful ordeal was waiting out the Travis 
County Clerk’s tabulation of election day 
figures - the first of which weren’t 
released until two hours after the polls 
closed, prompting several variations on the 
joke, “If no one voted, why is it taking so 
long to count?” However, once those boxes 
started rolling in, all the joking stopped, 
with Tovo’s lead over Shade widening, not 
shrinking, shattering hopes from the staff 
that Tovo’s initial 1,350-vote lead - “one 
apartment complex,” in campaign parlance 
- could be overcome. 

Partly owing to the cavernous acoustics 
of the boxlike restaurant, the watch party 
was not a somber affair. Several of Shade’s 
peers cycled through, including Mayor Pro 
Tern Mike Martinez, Council Member Chris 
Riley (whose own party was in progress at 
Zocalo Cafe, a literal stone’s throw away), 
and Leffingwell (who said he was heading 
home and to sleep after leaving Shade’s 
party). Also milling about were Shade cam- 
paign number-cruncher Mark Littlefield, 


local AFSCME chapter political action coor- 
dinator Jack Kirfman, Solid Waste Advisory 
Commission co-Chair Rick Cofer, and a 
tanned, rested, and ready Brewster 
McCracken. (Kirfman and Cofer would later 
drop in at Tovo’s Scholz Garten party.) 

But with the evening’s results hewing to 
early voting, there was plainly no hiding the 
campaign’s disappointment. Speaking to 
her supporters shortly before 10pm, Shade 
struck a wistful note, recalling her run for 
UT Student Government president in the 
late 1980s, which required three separate 
elections. “It was the worst experience of 
my life; I said I would never do it again. 

And after three elections and a very conten- 
tious challenging campaign, I ended up win- 
ning, and really, serving as Student 
Government president in UT was probably 
the greatest experience of my life, in terms 
of making lifelong friends and having an 
incredible, incredible impact on a place I 
love. ... I remember having to do that three 
times, and it all turned out great. I wish we 
could’ve won it outright tonight, but I’m 
ready to go forward, and I know we’re 
gonna win in June.” 

More pointedly, Shade sought to empha- 
size differences between herself and Tovo, 
along with the fact that, with fellow incum- 
bents Riley and Laura Morrison handily 
cruising to re-election, her seat - and the 
swing vote it’s provided on issues like 
Water Treatment Plant No. 4 - would be 
the only place changing with a Tovo win. 
“When you’re running only against one 
other person, it’s a lot easier to look at it 
issue by issue, where we have different 
views,” she told me. “When it comes to 
Water Treatment Plant No. 4 and water 
security, and long-term infrastructure invest- 
ment, we have a difference of opinion. 

When it comes to our approach to land use 
decisions, we have a different approach. 
When it comes to the tax base, we have a 
different approach.” 

But whether voters (and before Shade 
gets to that stage, funders) agree with that 
assessment in a run-off where turnout’s like- 
ly to be far lighter than the 7.3% we saw on 
Saturday night remains to be seen. - W.D.

MUSINGS FROM MAX 

After finishing third with just over 14% in 
the four-way Place 3 race, Max Nofziger 
sounded as chipper as ever Monday morning, 
energized perhaps by the young, second-gen- 
eration activists whom he credited with help- 
ing his bootstrap campaign. Now that the 
dust has settled, the former council member 
and veteran campaigner says he’s looking 
forward to watching the Shade vs. Tovo 
match, and he is still considering whether 
he’ll endorse either candidate. He said Tovo 
called him to thank him for running a positive 
campaign but didn’t explicitly ask for his 
endorsement. 

Nofziger’s advice to the candidates? 
“Kathie should run scared,” he said. “She 
should run like she’s 15 points behind. She 
shouldn’t get complacent - but she has sea- 
soned [campaign consultants] who won’t let 
that happen.” As for Shade, he said, “She 
needs to retrench ... she needs to get with 
her unions and developers and [the Water 
Treatment Plant No. 4 team] and see how 
badly they want to win this.” - Amy Smith

MORRISON: TAP-DANCING TO VICTORY 

Council Member Laura Morrison’s Scholz 
Garten election party was brief, enthusiastic, 
and anticlimactic. At 7pm Saturday night, 
when the party-room crowd was still sparse 
and the early vote numbers arrived, the 
incumbent was at 70% against challengers 
Eric Rangel and K. Toby Ryan Hill. 

Morrison was politely reluctant to claim victory 
- “Let’s just say [the numbers] are looking 
good” - but she had nothing to worry about. 

A couple of hours later, the final margin had 
extended a bit - Morrison 73%, Rangel 19%, 
Ryan 8% - and she could start talking about 
her next three-year term. 

Indeed, as the festivities began, Morrison 
spoke briefly about future city projects, 
emphasizing matters of economic equity. 

“We need to be making sure that we can 
really put together a plan for the city, to make 
sure that we’re really opening up opportuni- 
ties for everybody to participate. We are 
listed nationally number one [on various city 
standards]; we’re the envy of many - but we 
have a lot of people struggling in this city.” 

Adding that the comprehensive plan needs 
to reflect those goals, she continued, “We 
want equity; we want diversity; we want every- 
body to be thriving - and we’re not really 
headed in that direction now; we need to 
make changes.” 

A couple of hours later, Morrison touched 
on the same themes in her victory speech. 
Introduced by campaign consultant David 
Butts - who called her the “Queen of Fiscal 
Restraint,” the “Sultana of the Environment,” 
and “Our Champion,” among other noble epi- 


thets - Morrison thanked her support- 
ers, her campaign staff, and her council 
aides, and said her council themes 
going forward would be “equity and 
opportunity.” 

Butts had also invoked Terpsichore, 
the classical muse of dancing, in honor 
of the highlight of the evening - not 
Morrison’s predictable victory but her 
featured tap-dancing performance, along 
with friends (among them former state 
Rep. Ann Kitchen) from her dancing 
class. The earnest line of hoofers didn’t 
exactly recall the glory days of Ann 
Miller - but then Miller probably never 
chaired a committee on emerging tech- 
nology and telecommunications.

RILEY: READY TO MOVE AHEAD 

Early voting results confirmed what every- 
one assumed in Place 1 - that Chris Riley 
would easily coast to re-election. The scene 
then at Zocalo Cafe was jubilant, if mildly 
tapered by the difficult news for fellow incum- 
bent Randi Shade, whose party was right 
down the street, with attendees commingling. 

Still, absent the existential threat Shade 
faced, Riley was at ease. His main opponent, 
Roger Chan, wound up at 24%, slightly down 
from the early voting numbers he put up. 
Fringe candidates Josiah Ingalls and 
Norman Jacobson collected 10% between 
them - a strong improvement on Ingalls’ fifth- 
place, 403-vote 2009 mayoral bid, and 1,100 
votes for anti-fluoridation Jacobson who ran 
practically no campaign at all. 

Riley addressed his supporters relatively 
soon after early voting tallies were released. 
“So many people in recent weeks have said: 
‘Well, I don’t always agree with you on every- 


thing, but I appreciate your willingness to lis- 
ten. And I recognize that.’ 

“I do stand strongly in favor of certain 
things,” Riley continued, “trying to maintain a 
compact city, providing transportation options, 
and so on. But clearly, more than anything, this 
is about a willingness to work together with 
the community, no matter what the issue is.” 
“The economy is still at the top of the list,” 
Riley said when asked what priorities he’d 
have for his first full term. “We’re still coming 
out of a recession,” he said, emphasizing 
work on job creation and work force develop- 
ment. “Transportation also looks very big for 
all Austinites,” he continued, “and obviously 
the council has a lot to do if we’re gonna be 
presenting a proposal to the voters in 
November 2012 on urban rail.” In addition, 
he cited “a whole host of issues related to 
things like sustainability, affordable housing, 
dealing with the homeless - the whole bread- 
and-butter work that the council focuses on 
year-round.” - W.D. 


Breaking Down the Boxes Doing the math on the run-off 


THE POWER 
BOXES 


The Top 25 vote-producing 
precincts in the May 14 election 


When one’s opponent is less than 4 percentage points away 
from a majority - and you trail her by 13.5 - the writing might 
seem to be on the wall. Looking at who won where, some 
insights can be gleaned that Randi Shade had to weigh as 
she decided to work another month to try to keep her job away 
from challenger Kathie Tovo. See map, p.22. 

WHY SHADE SHOULD STAY IN THE RACE 

Looking at the map, it’s clear that Shade’s strength is in 
West Austin. That’s a plus, because West Austinites have the 
highest turnout and the strongest political motivation - good 
things in a run-off, when too many people won’t return to the 
polls unless there’s a gun to their heads. If you think 7.3% 
turnout in the first round was pathetic, prepare to be really 
depressed on June 18. 

Notice the precincts with the bold outlines: Those are the 
power boxes, the Top 25 vote-producing precincts in the city. 
See how many of them neatly coincide with boxes where 
Shade beat Tovo? 

In a low-turnout run-off, those precincts will be even more 
crucial. It’s no longer about issues and ideas - there won’t be 
any more debates or forums. With every vote being precious, it 
comes down to which campaign machine wears out the shoe 
leather getting out the vote. There is historical precedent for 
this: In 2005, Margot Clarke led Jennifer Kim 40% to 27%, but 
Kim swung it the other way a month later to become Shade’s 
Place 3 predecessor. 


WHY SHADE SHOULD HAVE GIVEN UP 

Yes, Shade has strength where it counts - a much better situa- 
tion than, say, Perla Cavazos in 2009. She dominated southeast 
Austin against Chris Riley, which looked really impressive on a 
map - until one examined the vote totals for those neighborhoods. 

Unfortunately for Shade, Tovo also has strength in the power 
boxes - more than Shade, in fact. Tovo took nine of the Top 13 
precincts and 15 of the Top 25, including outright majorities in 10, 
with percentages up to 69% and margins of up to 260 votes over 
Shade. By contrast, Shade barely got more than 50% in her best 
boxes, and only box 347 (Hill Country Middle School) gave her a 
margin of 100 votes or more. Tovo averaged a 110-vote margin in 
her winning boxes. 

If Tovo can just get a sizable percentage of her first-rounders 
back to the polls, it should only take a few Max Nofziger and 
Kris Bailey voters to put her over the top. 

And again unfortunately for Shade, those Nofziger and Bailey 
voters are where the Jennifer Kim analogy breaks down. In the 
2005 Kim vs. Clarke race, Place 3 was an open seat, so both 
enjoyed equal footing. Shade, on the other hand, is an incumbent. 
Presumably, people only vote against an incumbent for one reason 
- they are dissatisfied with her performance and want her gone. By 
that logic, Shade lost by a better than two-to-one margin. Every 
vote for Nofziger and Bailey was a vote against Shade, and it’s 
highly unlikely many of their supporters will change their minds and 
switch to Shade for the run-off. - Lee Nichols

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The Bad and 
the Beautiful

“Wait a minute, I know this place. I’ve seen 
that courthouse.” 

I had not driven that road, but I knew 
that town. 

We were on U.S. 385 heading south from 
Lake Tahoe. To the west, the High Sierra rose 
like a great jagged wall. To the east, the earth 
sloped down to Nevada’s wastelands. But in 
this pretty valley, neither desert nor mountain, 
lay this pretty town: Bridgeport, Calif. 

The courthouse dates from 1880, and its 
architecture embodied much that America 
aspired to be: beautifully made, orderly, and 
free. The town’s buildings are a hodgepodge 
of styles now, but still you feel what was 
intended here: a quiet place where one could 
live simply and normally, safe and sound, 
while beyond these horizons the world carried 
on as it pleased. 

In 1947, director Jacques Tourneur picked 
Bridgeport’s normalcy for the central 
location of my favorite film, the 
toughest film noir of all, Out of 
the Past. 

That Victorian courthouse 
was in many shots, standing 
for the sense of order that 
this film is intent on violat- 
ing. Robert Mitchum’s gas sta- 
tion was right across the street. 

Ann (Virginia Huston), the pure 
embodiment of American womanhood 
whom he tried to love, lived in a house not 
far off, as did her upright childhood sweet- 
heart, Jim (Richard Webb). 

In the film, the town is rightly suspicious 
of Mitchum’s Jeff - all but Ann, and Jeff’s 
tough teenage friend, Dickie Moore (credited 
simply as “The Kid”), who is deaf and dumb 
but no one’s fool. Jeff is trying to outrun his 
past, but that past is destined to drive up that 
road in the person of a hood named Joe (Paul 
Valentine). In Joe’s wake are the criminal gam- 
bler Whit (Kirk Douglas) and Kathie (that’s 
how she spells it), played by the inimitable 
Jane Greer. Of all the femmes fatales in all the 
joints in all the world, Greer’s Kathie is the 
most feminine and most fatal. 

Tourneur’s casting adheres strictly to the 
iconography of film noir, the genre that cuts 
through the cant of America’s idealism to tell 
the world that the safe and the good are pretty 
and dull, while the bad and the beautiful are 
deep and doomed. 

Sooner or later anyone passionate about cin- 
ema makes her or his list of greatest noirs. On 
that list you’ll always find the thinly cloaked 
Oedipal conundrums of Double Indemnity and 
The Postman Always Rings Twice; the humorless

but brilliantly staged pretensions of Chinatown 
and Vertigo; the image worship of Laura; 
the obsessions of In a Lonely Place and The 
Strange Loves of Martha Ivers; the relishing of 
self-destruction that seethes through The Lady 
From Shanghai, Touch of Evil, Humoresque, and 
Mildred Pierce; the stylish winking at fate of The 
Big Sleep and The Maltese Falcon; the intensity 
for intensity’s sake of Morocco and Shanghai 
Express; the weary but game resignation of 
Murder, My Sweet and Farewell My Lovely. Noir 
lists vary with temperament, but none worthy 
of the name excludes Out of the Past, the tough- 
est and least compromising noir of all. 

Rather than ruin the film for those who 
have yet to see it, let’s speak of what might 
be called the “noir ethic” that Out of the Past 
exemplifies so stylishly. 

I love Out of the Past best because rippling 
through writer Geoffrey Holmes’ dialogue 
is a laconic sense of humor resigned 
to absurdity and contemptuous 
of sham. 

Greer plays roulette as 
Mitchum watches. He tells her, 
“That isn’t the way to play it.” 
“Why not?” says she. 

“’Cause it isn’t a way to win.” 
“Is there a way to win?” 
“Well, there’s a way to lose 
more slowly.” 

Noir assumes we’re bom to lose, but if 
we’re savvy, we may lose on our own terms. 
Losing is a given. What notion could be more 
un-American? 

Webb says to Mitchum: “I was going to 
kill you.” 

Mitchum shmgs: “Who isn’t?” 

Noir takes for granted that the world is run 
by thugs. Always was, always will be. In noir, 
history is thuggery. You’re on one side of a gun 
or the other, but there’s always a gun. 

Greer tells Mitchum: “You’re no good for 
anyone but me. You’re no good and neither 
am I. That’s why we deserve each other.” 

Noir’s characters hate themselves without 
qualification, but wedded to their self-hate 
is a fierce, irreducible pride. How can self- 
contempt coexist with self-respect? You won’t 
find the answer in self-help books, but you’ll 
see it in Out of the Past. Noir’s people degrade 
themselves with abandon, but they won’t let 
anyone push them around. 

Noir takes for granted that the actions of 
its heroes and heroines do not matter except 
to them. They don’t need hope; they don’t 
need God; they don’t need meaning. They 
need nothing but the honesty of a frank look 
in the mirror. 
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In noir, hope never pans out, God never 
helps, and meaning always turns absurd. 
Noir’s characters live and die on their capacity 
to face themselves. 

Fear is a given. Mitchum tells Greer, “I’ve 
been afraid of half the things I ever did.” But 
fear doesn’t stop him or any of the bad and 
beautiful of noir. 

Noir isn’t about the courage of Westerns. 
Noir defines courage as a high pitch of des- 
peration. 

Greer asks Mitchum, “Can we get away 
with it?” 

His answer: “Let’s find out.” 

Many pages have been written about noir’s 
femmes fatales, most of them drivel. If his- 
tory is thuggery, if to make history is to be 
some kind of thug, and if thuggery is the 
province of outwardly heterosexual males, 
it follows that a female who wants a piece 
of the action must out-finesse and out-thug 
all sorts of male hoods. A femme fatale was 
merely a woman willing to best men at their 
own games. 

If men were suckers for beauty, that 
meant men were suckers, period. Greer tells 
Mitchum: “I never told you I was anything 
but what I am - you just wanted to imagine 
I was.” 

His fate is sealed by his own imagination. 


But her fate, too, is sealed by hers. 
Unwittingly, she’s bought into the all-Ameri- 
can notion that there’s always a way to win. 

Noir says: Not always. Hardly ever. 

In noir, even winning is a kind of losing. 
Noir echoes Ernest Hemingway’s epigraph in 
Winner Take Nothing: “Unlike all other forms 
of lutte or combat the conditions are that the 
winner shall take nothing; neither his ease, 
nor his pleasure, nor any notions of glory; nor, 
if he win far enough, shall there be any reward 
within himself.” 

That is pure noir. In the great noir films, 
when “The End” scrolls up, everything has 
been attempted and nothing has been gained. 

Nothing but this: The characters have gone 
as deep into their souls as they can go. 

Noir usually gives its bad and beautiful 
characters the best lines, while goody-goodies 
mouth platitudes. But Out of the Past is honest 
enough to give a goody-goody her say. 

Mitchum tells his Miss America, Virginia 
Huston, “You know, maybe I was wrong and 
luck is like love - you have to go all the way 
to find it.” 

“You do to keep it,” says his Miss America. 

Going all the way. That is how noir tells 
us to find ourselves, while it insists on this 
caveat: Be prepared not to like what you find 
- and don’t let that stop you. ■

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‘A LIE OF THE MINDY 
‘LOVE'S LABOUR’S LOST’ 

Katherine Catmull on her 
‘Back Pages’ 

Summer 1988: My then-boyfriend Ken Webster directed me in 
Sam Shepard’s A Lie of the Mind, a brilliant, shattering, weirdly 
hilarious play about two screwed-up families and the catastrophi- 
cally screwed-up marriage that binds them. The first production 
of our Subterranean Theatre Company, it was a sellout hit and a 
watershed role for me: The show won several B. Iden Payne 
awards, including Outstanding Lead Actor and Actress in a Drama 
for Ray Weikel and me, respectively, Weikel as Jake, an abusive, 
guilt-crazed husband, and myself as Beth, the wife he has beaten 
into brain damage. 

Barbara Chisholm played Sally, Jake’s sister; a few months 
later, Barbara and I were in a much jollier play: Love’s Labour’s 
Lost, in an Austin Shakespeare production directed by her then- 
new husband, Robert Faires. We performed out on that big rock 
in the middle of the soccer fields in Zilker Park, wearing sum- 
mery 1920s dresses. Barbara was radiant as 
the saucy Rosaline, while I played the more 
straitlaced Princess of France. 

Here’s the weird part, and the point of this 
story, at which I have finally arrived: This month, 
two decades and change later, having long 
since married my director boyfriend, those two 
plays are being revived in Austin, A Lie of the 
Mind by Capital T Theatre under the direction of 
Mark Pickell, and Love’s Labour’s Lost, again by 
Austin Shakespeare and again directed by 
Robert, now the Chronicle’s Arts editor. 

All the grief and hilarity of A Lie of the Mind roared back at 
me across 23 years when I watched a recent rehearsal of 
Capital T’s lovely production. How particular and human are 
these characters; how completely themselves, even as they 
echo one another. “Who’s Jake?” asks Beth’s bewildered moth- 
er, slipping into dementia. “Who’s Beth?” asks Jake’s mother 
disdainfully, turning her back squarely against reality. The fami- 
lies try to reabsorb and infantilize the miserable couple, Jake’s 
mother spoon-feeding him with helicopter sounds while Beth’s 
brother teaches her to walk.

“Did they bury me in a tree?” Rebecca Robinson cried as the 
disoriented Beth, wrapped in hospital gauze. Tears jumped into 
my eyes. And when she wailed about her abuser, “He’s my 
heart!,” it killed me, just killed me dead. That was me once. I 
mean, not really me, of course - but no, yes, really. That was me. 

Revisiting a past both traumatic and beloved - is this what 
high school reunions are like? 

That rehearsal was early on a Saturday morn- 
ing; with a cast of sought-after actors, you 
work around their schedules. That same night, 
at Zilker Hillside Theatre, I saw Robert’s 
decades-later revisiting of Love’s Labour’s Lost. 
It was lighter than ours, more wickedly funny. 
Instead of the 1920s, we’re in 1963, at a long 
beach party chilled to a halt by the death of a 
great king. How funny: I had not remembered 
just how few scenes the women were in. 

But in the last scene, when Nancy Eyermann’s 
Princess - newly informed of her father’s pass- 
ing - rejects her suitor’s hasty proposal, saying, wryly, sadly, “A 
time, methinks, too short/To make a world-without-end bargain in,” 
that goddamn lump rose up again in my throat. 

Love’s Labour’s Lost ends with a melancholy song as the lovers 
part, unsatisfied. In this production, Robert has set Shakespeare’s 
words to the tune of Bob Dylan’s “My Back Pages.” I lay on the 
grass watching a drifting quarter moon, listening to Will Hollis 
Snider’s lovely countertenor. Behind Shakespeare’s words, I heard 
Dylan’s chorus: “But I was so much older then/I’m younger than 
that now.” - Katherine Catmull

Endowing the balcony scene 


“My bounty is as boundless as the sea, 

My love as deep; the more I give to thee, 

The more I have, for both are infinite.” 

So says Juliet to Romeo from her balcony, and her words 
might be applied fittingly to Zach Theatre’s fundraising effort for 
its own “Juliet” balcony. The second-story perch affixed to the 
exterior of the Topfer Theatre and designed by Andersson-Wise 
Architects will serve as not only a site for lovers of theatre to 
savor the view of this 26,000-square-foot glass-curtained play- 
house but also as a site for performances. Artistic Director 
Dave Steakley is commissioning a series of original “balcony 
plays,” five to 30 minutes long, from artists such as Suzan-Lori 
Parks and Allen Robertson to be presented specifically on that 
spot. Zach board member Deanna Serra and her husband, Jeff, 
president and CEO of Vida Capital Inc., have pledged a lead gift 
of $500,000 for the balcony, but they’ve set it up as a chal- 
lenge grant, meaning the community must kick in a matching 
amount. Now, as Juliet said: The more you give, the more you 
have - your gift draws on more of the Serras’, doubling itself. 
You’ll have that architectural embellishment and all the new 
plays to be performed on it. “If thou dost love,” directs our pas- 
sionate lass of Verona, “pronounce it faithfully!” For more infor- 
mation, visit www.zachtheatre.org.

Andy Ritchie is the Funniest Person in Austin this 
year, as decided by the judges presiding at the annu- 
al contest’s finals. The finals’ fierce competition, 
let’s clarify, because there were more contestants 
than ever and so many of them can rock a room 
with laughter. 

There was lack of decision, though, for a long time 
at the May 16 showdown. After all the comics had 
performed, the judges - talents and scouts from 
local and national venues - locked themselves into 
secret chambers deep within the vast complex of 
Cap City Comedy Club and deliberated for ... damn, 
it seemed like hours, as last year’s FPIA (and the 
night’s funny, affable host) Lucas Molandes and his 
cronies halfheartedly attempted a Master Pancake 
gambit while Top Gun played on the stage’s big 
screen. Yeah, Top Gun. Oh Jesus. 

But of course the deliberation took a while. Even 
disregarding the other 11 comics - although, how can 
one really “disregard” the talented likes of Chris 
Cubas, Cameron Fielder, Cody Hustak, David 
McQuary, Holly Lorka, Jonathan Pace, Maggie 
MacDonald, Nick Mullen, Ramin Nazer, Ryan Cownie, 
and Amber Bixby? - the decision to award first place 
to Ritchie couldn’t have been easy. So let’s blame 
him, right? Because he’s so damned funny. Because 
his riffing on something like a “Lost Falcon” poster 
seen in the wilds of Indiana is a solid delight. 

Because his timing is impeccable and his jokes 
smart and well-crafted - ka-pow! - and his delivery 
what you might picture when you picture Successful 
Stand-Up Comic Now Headlining in Top Venues Across 
the Country. The man’s got major skills. 

So what was the holdup? What kept those judges 
going at it for so long? 

I’m thinking it was that goddamn Chris Cubas. 

I can picture the judges trying to crown Ritchie 
immediately, get the whole thing over with, the deci- 
sion’s so obvious, right? But then, whoa, there’s that 
Cubas fellow. 

Cubas, goddamn, big Reggie Watts-looking 
sumbitch, standing onstage like some favorite pal of 
yours all casual at an afternoon party, yeah. But, oh, 
the stuff he’s saying. Tales of goofy crackheads wan- 
dering his neighborhood, the whole Austin scene 
and beyond coming to life as he unrolls his lines of 
observation, his political insights, his perspective on 
the world at large. He doesn’t seem like a stand-up, 
precisely; he doesn’t seem manufactured to provide 
quirky takes on this complex life; he seems like - he 
is, simply - one of the funniest and most cogent peo- 
ple you’re ever going to witness anytime anywhere. 
Yeah, I’m not mincing words here; what would be 
the use? 

So I’m betting it was especially his fault: the judges’ 
interminable deliberation, the eye roll-inducing shojo 
spectacle of Top Gun, the whole djam karet of the 
night’s denouement. Thanks, Cubas, thanks a lot. 

But here are the bare facts: Previously reigning cham- 
pion Lucas Molandes has ditched Austin for Brooklyn. 
Cody Hustak’s gag about liposuction won Joke of the 
Night. Ramin Nazer placed third, Cubas took second, 
and Ritchie, ladies and gentlemen, is 2011’s Funniest 
Person in Austin.

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I Shutter To Think 

Six photographers offer a snapshot of the state of the art

In a city that’s home to the world’s first 
photograph, you’d think the art of the cam- 
era would rule. But despite the presence of 
that primal relic; despite the thousands of 
other historic photos held by the University 
of Texas’ Harry Ransom Center; despite hav- 
ing had many great practitioners of the art 
- Depression-era documentarian Russell Lee, 
his latter-day political heir Alan Pogue, Garry 
Winogrand, Burton Pritzker, Ave Bonar, Donna 
De Cesare, and Bill Wittliff, to reel off a few 
names - live here, photography’s profile has 
never been the highest in Austin. 

But now that may be changing. The Ransom 
Center’s commitment to the form was recently 
renewed when it became home to the archive 
of the legendary Magnum Photos cooperative. 
Lesley Nowlin devoted a gallery completely 
to photography for two years, and though it 
closed in February, another photography gal- 
lery, B. Hollyman, took its place. This year, in 
its triennial survey “New Art in Austin,” the 
Austin Museum of Art included six photog- 
raphers. Five of them belong to Lakes Were 
Rivers, a collective of 11 artists working in 
photography and video who support and cri- 
tique one another’s work. That group released 
its first book this spring, and it sold out. 

With this new boost in visibility for local 
photographers, the Chronicle convened a group 
of artists in the scene to discuss the place of 
photography in Austin. Participants included 
Ben Aqua, an artist and designer who, he says, 
“picked up photography for fun, just to learn 
the camera” in 2007 and never put it down 
and whose work has been shown in Chile, 
France, Germany, Mexico, and across the U.S.; 
Elizabeth Chiles, a member of Lakes Were 
Rivers whose work is featured in both “New 
Art in Austin: 15 to Watch” and the 2011 
Texas Biennial and who teaches at Texas State 
University - San Marcos and at UT; Santiago 


Forero, a native of Colombia who moved 
to Austin in 2007 and has been featured in 
“Young Latino Artists 15: Consensus of Taste” 
and “New Art in Austin: 15 to Watch” and was 
named 2010 Artist of the Year - Photography 
at the Austin Visual Arts Association Awards; 
Anna Krachey, also a member of Lakes Were 
Rivers whose work is featured in “New Art in 
Austin: 15 to Watch” and who teaches at St. 
Edward’s University; Denise Prince, an artist 
whose work includes photography, video, and 
performance and who has shown in the U.S., 
Mexico, Italy, Spain, and Turkey; and Barry 
Stone, another member of Lakes Were Rivers 
whose work is featured in both “New Art in 
Austin: 15 to Watch” and the 2011 Texas 
Biennial and who teaches at Texas State. The 
conversation takes as its starting point one 
photographer’s remark that Austin has been 
“a very welcoming and supportive commu- 
nity, despite the fact that photography is not 
particularly popular here, or at least it wasn’t 
until February 2011,” when the “New Art in 
Austin” exhibition opened. 


Elizabeth Chiles: Well, I can’t say whether or 
not photography in Austin is more popular than 
it was before, but I can say that the curators 
who chose the artists for “New Art in Austin” 
were open to what is happening in photogra- 
phy. They were able to see the strength of the 
artists in Lakes Were Rivers and appreciated our 
individual work, because we’re all making very 
different kinds of work. That the works are in 
conversation with one another was interesting 
to them, the fact that we’re getting together 
and not just patting each other on the back and 
working in a bubble but pushing each other. 
And the dialogue that we have with one another 
was interesting to them as well, so they were 
able to tap into it as an intellectual current. Five 
of us from Lakes Were Rivers were chosen for 
“New Art in Austin,” and Santiago was cho- 
sen, so that makes a sixth photographer. Then 
there’s a moment like: “Wow, there’s a lot of 
photography in Austin.” But whether or not that 
makes photography more popular, who knows? 
Anna Krachey: More visible? 

Chiles: It makes it more visible, and it starts 
this conversation, which then you say, “Oh, 
it’s not just Lakes Were Rivers. It’s not just 
‘New Art in Austin.’ There are also other pho- 
tographers working.” 


Barry Stone: The emergence of digital has 
opened up an entirely different venue for work 
to be disseminated. It’s created a lot of new 
questions about what a photograph is, like: 
“How many solutions to the rectangle really 
are there? What makes you so special?” Those 
kinds of questions have propelled a dialogue 
in photography, so there’s an interest. Then 
when you have a collective interest, there’s a 
little more energy. You know, the fellas at Okay 
Mountain pulled their resources together, and 
all of a sudden, people don’t remember what 
one artist did in Austin but that there’s some- 
thing happening in Austin because there’s 10 
dudes in that group doing a bunch of stuff. 
The same thing happens with photography. 
Ben Aqua: Facebook. I blame Facebook. [laugh- 
ter] Five years ago, Facebook just exploded all 
over our faces. We were like, “I don’t know what 
this is, but I’m putting all my photos on it.” 
And everyone is putting their photos on it, from 
family photos to serious art photography. It’s 
this huge spectrum of everything. And the use 
of cell phone cameras has really shifted our per- 
spective on how important photography really 
is in terms of capturing particular moments. 
And Facebook created this sense of importance 
- it challenges the rules of what photography is

in this weird way. Like all of a sudden, a cell 
phone picture could be seen on Facebook and 
then translated into a physical gallery setting. 
Stone: With digital transmissions, the pho- 
tograph becomes information, and informa- 
tion is equated to text or what have you, and 
it becomes another way to communicate, and 
that I think is really interesting and kind of 
frightening in some sense, that photographs 
are interchangeable in this medium as just 
information, and the aesthetic experiences 
are then just information as well or another 
tiny piece of the big pile of stimuli. 

Aqua: What’s frightening? 

Stone: I guess a certain preciousness goes 
away. You know, the revered aura of the 
object disappears, and I have a little bit of 
nostalgia for that in some ways. It’s very 
exciting, but the pace of it is so amazing. 
It’s consumed and thrown away so quickly. 
There’s also a certain kind of aggressiveness 
to it that’s troubling in some sense.

Denise Prince: But that’s kind of nice. It takes 
away from the exalted position of the artist, 
and that equality is a bit threatening, because 
of course anyone can take an interesting and 
very evocative photograph. And yet, whether 
or not that’s the issue that we’re talking about, 
the social networks have changed the way the 
craft of photography [is perceived] , you know, 
the lack of apparent craft, that extreme techni- 
cal detail, is much less important. 

Austin Chronicle: So the rise of social media 
enhanced the democratization of photography, 
and now everyone walks around with their own 
cameras, shooting and sharing images. But has 
that had any impact on the way you interact 
with other photographers in this community? 
Stone: I see a lot of work on Facebook. I 
find out things on Facebook. People will say 
they’re having an opening, so I’ll go to the 
show if I can make it physically or I’ll go to 
the website. I truly, truly stay in touch and 
discover a lot of things. It’s kind of like when 
I was living in New York: We were all making 
c-prints, so everybody on the subway had 
yellow boxes under their arms, so you’re like, 
“Oh my god, all hundred of these people that 
I’m standing with are photographers, and 
we’re all fighting for the same thing.” You 
know, Austin was definitely the velvet rut in 
a certain way; you could hang out, and it was 
kind of cool. Facebook raises the game a little 
bit because you’re realizing that everybody 
is doing things, and you want to participate 
in that dialogue. It makes our relatively pro- 
vincial town much more cosmopolitan when 
you’re connected with everyone at once. 
Krachey: For me, Facebook has really 
extended the ability to have a discourse with 
the artists working in photography that I

consider to be my peers, wherever they are. Via the Internet, I 
became friends with an artist working in photography in New 
York who’s at a similar place in her career. We started a dialogue 
via Facebook, we friended each other via Facebook, and we 
have since become in-real-life friends. She has definitely pro- 
moted my work there, so that’s been really important for me, 
and it allows me to feel more connected here, not so much in 
a bubble. It makes me feel like living outside of New York, it’s 
still possible to be part of that instead of so distant from it. 
Santiago Forero: Also you have these people who influenced 
your work, and through Facebook and social media or their 
Web page, you can get in contact with them. They are not 
these [inaccessible] people like you thought before: “Do I 
contact their agent?” Or you go hear a lecture at Arthouse, like 
the guy who curated the Whitney Biennial, and the day after 
you met him or you didn’t even meet him but you tell him to 
friend you, just to know more about him or to try and connect. 
Without that [social media] , you wouldn’t know how to get to 
them. The connection is much more easy. 

Aqua: But the other half of that equation, in terms of how 
Austin feels different, is the idea of the event, the Facebook 
event. On Facebook, there’s this huge spectrum of events 
that are constantly happening, and the visibility of those 
events makes it feel like this is a bigger city. Every day there 
are a ton of things that people are inviting me to, and we 
don’t have to just wonder, “What is going on on Friday 


night? Who should I call?” Facebook already has a list of 
those events, with the addresses. 

Forero: It’s more about what to choose than what to do. 
Aqua: Exactly. I’ve talked to several people who have been like, 
“There’s almost too much stuff going on in Austin now. I can’t 
decide what to do on Friday because there are eight things that 
people invited me to.” 

Chiles: I go out a lot by myself, and there’s 
no risk at all. Ten years ago, I probably 
wouldn’t have gone out by myself in the 
same way all the time. Before, I thought, 

“Oh, I should just watch a movie and hang 
out at home, because I’m not going to call 
a friend to do something.” Whereas if you 
get an invitation on Facebook, you can see 
like 10 of your friends are going to be there. 

They’ve already RSVP’d. [So] if you go 
there by yourself, it doesn’t matter. You’re 
going to see a lot of people that you know. 

You’re really aware of being dialed in. 

Stone: When I came back after six years, I was definitely 
excited about what was going on in Austin. There were some 
more contemporary galleries: “Ooh, Art Palace is here, Okay 
Mountain is really interesting.” [Now] Okay Mountain is in 
a sort of transition. Art Palace is in Houston. Then the major 
institutions stepped up and got new buildings. The Blanton 
opened, the Visual Arts Center [at UT] opened, and Arthouse 
did its thing. Now it all seems to be imploding again. AMOA 
is directorless and homeless, if you will. Arthouse has had its 
own woes with its curatorial issues and whatnot. Austin seems 
to be in this constant “bum up and then rise from the ashes” 
[routine]; it’s always trying to reinvent itself. It’s interesting 
that we keep talking about Facebook, because Facebook is still 
interesting and exciting and possibly less troublesome in terms 
of art institutions. 

Prince: That’s probably why Austin works as well, though. I 
think that my better work comes from what you describe as a 
lack of support. It comes from a pushing. I have friends who 
can always tell me that I’m doing a good job and support me, 
but my boyfriend will always scrutinize my work, and I think 
it’s a very similar situation to living in Austin. There is no guar- 
anteed support here. It sounds like what we’ve all said, though, 
in a way is we always have been a community; we simply are 
able to recognize it a little more easily now through Facebook 
because it’s something to locate it with. Even if the institutions 
rise and fall, we are connected. We have been a community, 
and social media is just giving rise to an easy way to share it. 
Krachey: When I arrived here in 2005, painting and draw- 
ing were huge, partly because that was what Arturo [Palacios] 
showed primarily [at Art Palace] . Okay Mountain did a good 
job of showing photos, but they primarily showed painting 
and sculpture as well. And when those [venues] all kind of 
cmmbled, that took the limelight off of those things a little 
bit. I definitely remember feeling a little bit frustrated, but that 
seems to be changing. 

Stone: Well, we’ll lose our time, too. It all goes in cycles. We 
seem sort of different, and then it’s like, “Oh, photos,” and 
then move on to the next thing. But [as to] Denise talking 
about a relative indifference to the public institutions, I kind 
of want to have that and I don’t, because I mean, Facebook is 
awesome, but also it’s insular in its own way. You have to be 
friends with such and such. Public institutions reflect what we 
value, and I want what I value naturally to be reflected there 
and have that create a sort of public discourse. Having strong 
cultural institutions is vital. That’s what makes us civilized. 
Forero: We don’t have an International Center of Photography 
[here] . In Houston, there’s a Houston Center for Photography. 
We have the Austin Center for Photography that brings in 
lectures by photographers, but we don’t have a space like that. 
“Okay, tonight you’re going to see the next photo show.” 


Aqua: Domy Books is one of the most interesting places in 
town to see photography. I’ve been really impressed by their 
curating. Russell Etchen. I love the stuff he shows, photogra- 
phywise especially. 

Stone: It’s amazing to have a real art bookstore. 

Aqua: Exactly, the physical photograph is so important 
there. I can’t think of another place in Austin where it has 
that same importance. 

Chiles: That’s the reason why the AMOA 
show and the Texas Biennial were a huge 
deal for me personally. It changes the 
work so much to have an exhibition. It’s a 
completely different ball game just editing 
images on the computer or putting togeth- 
er a book - that’s an interesting process, 
too, and leads to all kinds of different 
ways of thinking about something, but as 
soon as I make prints and put them up on 
a wall, it changes my work enormously. It 
changes the way I think about the work in terms of being in 
space, in relation to a viewer’s body, images in relation to one 
another, being able to see multiple things at once. So Barry’s 
sort of touting institutions, saying they are important. They’re 
a huge deal to me in terms of feeling like it’s possible to have 
shows here. As an artist, it doesn’t work for me to [be] like, 
“Oh, I can just make work on my own, and it doesn’t really 
matter.” It does change the work for me. It actually changes 
the way I can see the work and think about the work to put it 
on the wall. ■

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0. Henry Pun-Off champ John Pollack has his way with words

Punning might seem like 
just a goof, but it gave John 
Pollack a very serious edge 
when it came to seeking gain- 
ful employment. The winner 
of the 1995 O. Henry Pun- 
Off World Championship 
(which has been an Austin 
institution for three and a 
half decades), Pollack recalls 
a job interview he had for a >. 
position as a speechwriter z 
for President Bill Clinton. “I ? 
was up against this Pentagon § 
speechwriter who had more Q 
experience, better connections. I really wanted that job, but you know, the odds were 
against me. I’m told - I didn’t see the memo - but a decision memo goes to the president 
on who to hire. He circles ‘World Pun Champion,’ writes ‘good’ in the margin - exclamation 
point - and I got the job.” 

Pollack returned to the championship in 2010 to do research for his new book, The Pun 
Also Rises: How the Humble Pun Revolutionized Language, Changed History, and Made Wordplay 
More Than Some Antics (Gotham Books). He’ll serve as one of the judges for the 34th Annual 
O. Henry Pun-Off World Championship, which takes place Saturday, May 21, llam-6pm, at 
Brush Square (409 E. Fifth, behind the O. Henry and Dickinson Hannig museums). 



Austin Chronicle: You immersed yourself in 
the world of punning for the book. Has it made 
you a better punster? 

John Pollack: I would say what’s changed 
is I have a much greater appreciation of why 
we pun and the roles that puns have played 
in history and in the rise of civilization. We 
think of puns today as being something 
light, fun, sometimes goofy. But they really 
have played a very important role in the 
evolution of language and all the incredible 
things that language has enabled people to 
achieve in this world. 

AC: The common perception of puns is that 
they are exclusively the domain of comedy, 
but in the book you point out that historically 
speaking that’s not accurate. 

JP: Puns are defined by multiplicity of mean- 
ing. But what I was really startled to find 
out was what an important role they had 
played in the invention of the alphabet - the 
invention of the alphabet would have been 
impossible without puns. And so everything 
that the alphabet has enabled in terms of 
learning, science, and progress would have 
been impossible without puns. So we really 
need to be grateful for the human instinct to 
make puns. 

AC: But is there a more reviled form of word- 
play, do you think ? 

JP: Puns take a lot of abuse, and what’s 
interesting is that irony and sarcasm and 
punning are all ways we say one thing and 
mean another. But sarcasm and irony are 
celebrated in our society, and punning is 
denigrated. And really, it should be the 
other way around. Sarcasm and irony are 
acts of deconstruction - they’re tearing 
something down. Puns are about building 


associations between two things. They’re 
about building something up in a positive 
way. But it’s always harder to create than it 
is to tear down, and so I think that’s why 
sarcasm and irony get off easy, because 
they’re safe. They’re just tearing some- 
thing down that someone else has done, 
whereas punning requires a leap of faith 
and an act of imagination. That’s always 
going to be a riskier endeavor, and some 
people are risk-averse. 

AC: Your book makes a compelling case that 
puns deserve real respect as an art form. 

JP: There’s a tendency in our society to talk 
about lame puns or bad puns, et cetera, as if 
all puns fell into those categories, and that’s 
definitely not the case. For those that doubt 
that, I say, look at the marketplace - the mar- 
ketplace of laughter and the marketplace of 
commerce give strong evidence that the pun 
sells. Look at all the product names that are 
puns, you know, Caramel Sutra and Cherry 
Garcia ice cream for Ben & Jerry’s. . . . 

Just today I was reading in the paper that 40 
freshman Republican members of Congress 
wrote a letter accusing the Democrats of 
“Medi-scare” tactics. “Medicare” and “scare” 
- Medi-scare tactics. That’s not an attempt 
to get laughter. It’s not an attempt to get a 
groan. . . . It’s a very efficient way of convey- 
ing two ideas in one and their relationship. 
And so puns are a really useful tool. . . . 

People use puns all the time; they just 
don’t necessarily think of them as puns. 
... It’s the natural impulse to play with 
language that has fueled human progress in 
many ways. It’s not the sole factor. You know, 
that and opposable thumbs. They make a big 
difference in our lives. ■

WILDFLOWERS AND BUSHES I have a con 
fession to make. I really like Laura Bush. While 
it’s true that I do not agree with her husband 
on many matters, Laura is a woman of her own 
opinions.

The array of 
hundreds of small (5-inch-by-7-inch, natch) piec- 
es of art lining the pristine space was jaw-drop- 
ping. We’ve raved about the Arthouse renova- 
tion before, but it is almost like seeing it new 
every time. And I love the rooftop space and its 
views of Downtown. But viewing the art is the 
key thing there, and the renovation has made 
that very easy. There was every kind of art 
imaginable, from traditional fine art to electronic 
art, something for everyone. Guests milled 
about, guarding their selections until Andy 
Langer gave the signal and they began snap- 
ping up the tags like feeding time at SeaWorld. 
Interestingly, some of the usual Arthouse sup- 
porters were absent (“The Big Girls” as Kevin 
Smothers and I call them), but the place was 
overflowing with new faces, most of which I’d 
never seen before. What the reason for that is I 
do not know, but Arthouse continues its evolu- 
tion into the reigning Downtown art space. 


DWELLINGS I invited my friend Rusty Irons 

to accompany me to the Arthouse party, so 
she came and picked me up, insisting we 
stop by her place before the party. I’d never 
been there, so I was game. Omigod, I had no 
idea that Rusty is the proprietress of a pri- 
vate luxury hotel right in the middle of South 
Austin. Called the Irons (www.theironsaustin. 
com), this ultrachic two-home enclave is like 
an enchanted cottage in a verdant panorama 
on the banks of Bouldin Creek. Rusty herself 
lives in one house and rents out the other; a 
portico connects the two. Featured in The 
New York Times, The Wall Street Journal, and 
on CNN Money, the Irons will attract guests 
who prefer privacy and discretion while 
remaining close to the action.

Austin’s annual Juneteenth celebrations get 
off to an early start this year with a Peace 
Through Pie Dream Pie Social to benefit the 
restoration of a 115-year-old East Austin land- 
mark. The Limerick-Frazier House was a board- 
ing house for young women who attended 
classes at what was Samuel Huston College 
(now Huston-Tillotson University). Local cook- 
book author and nutrition writer Toni Tipton- 
Martin plans to locate the nonprofit SANDE 
Youth Project in the house and also use it as a 
teaching facility and community gathering place 
for East Austin. Proceeds from the suggested 
$25 donations and the sale of $1 slices of pie 
will go toward restoration efforts. 

The event will include a celebrity pie auction, 
with sweet and savory pies donated by Austin res- 
taurants, bakeries, culinary stu- 
dents, and home bakers, plus 
kids’ activities, an art exhi- 
bition of historic 
Juneteenth images, an 
oral history project, and 
live gospel music from 
the Sweet Home Baptist 
Church choir. In addition 
to pies of every flavor 
and description, the menu 
will feature Blue Bell Ice 
Cream, fresh lemonade, and 
water. And cookbook author Nancie 
McDermott will be on hand to talk about pie and 
sign copies of her book, Southern Pies. Peace 
Through Pie organizers Tipton-Martin and Luanne 
Stovall are working in conjunction with the Austin 
City Council, Urban Roots, Edible Austin, Foodways 
Texas, and the University of Texas at Austin’s 
Division of Diversity and Community Engagement 
to produce this celebratory community event. 
Juneteenth commemorates the day when slaves 
in Texas learned that they were free, and it has 
historically been a time for public celebration. 
What better way to celebrate unity and embrace 
cultural differences than by sharing a piece of pie 
with our neighbors?

GUYS, I’M SORRY I EVER DOUBTED YOU 


When Shane Bordeau and Jim 
Sampson told me they were entering the 
local microbrewing free-for-all with plans to 
make “Tex-Mex” beers (see “Beer in Bloom,” 
June 18, 2010), I was skeptical whether 
I’d like it. Except for Dos Equis Amber 
or Negro Modelo, most of the 
Mexican beers I’ve had have been 
light, rather flavorless lagers. Not 
the first thing I reach for. And 
when they said they planned to 
make a ja I ape no-flavored brew, I 
was downright incredulous. “Oh 
hell no,” I winced. 

But I’m man enough to admit 
when I’m wrong. The debut party for 
Twisted X Brewing at Cedar 
Park’s Dig Pub was a smashing 
success, both in terms of atten- 
dance and my taste buds. 

Twisted X unveiled its three 
initial brews: Twisted X (light 
lager), Fuego (a jalapeho pil- 
sner), and a still-unnamed 
Vienna dark lager. They also 
have plans for an “Imperial Tequila 
barrel aged Tex Mex Black Lager.” 

The light lager was anything but flavor- 
less. Made with two-row barley and corn from 
Richardson Farms in nearby Rockdale, it had 
a stronger hop profile than I expected, proof 
that smoothness doesn’t preclude taste.

And the Fuego: I squinted my eyes, wrin- 
kled my nose, and got set to choke it 
down ... and it was excellent. Boy, I didn’t 
expect to like this. It’s not a gimmicky 
beer - yes, there’s some heat, but mostly 
the peppers just give it an interesting fla- 
vor without being obnoxious. “I tried every 
pepper beer I could” during research, said 
Sampson. “They were all too hot. We want- 
ed the jalapeho to support the beer, a 
beer with jalapeho flavor, not pepper over- 
whelming the beer.” 

Twisted X is Cedar Park’s first brewery. 
Sampson and Bordeau initially wanted to 
set up in Lago Vista but say they weren’t 
well received. Cedar Park’s city govern- 
ment, on the other hand, “was nothing 
but helpful. They said, ‘We’ve 
never had a brewery here, this is 
awesome, let’s figure out how 
to make this happen,”' and 
guided the duo through the 
regulatory hoops. 

Oh, I never got a chance to 
try the dark lager - the party’s 
six kegs sold out quickly. 

Sampson said their brewhouse 
hasn’t arrived yet - it should come in 
June - so for now they’re only brewing 
small batches, and thus their beers are 
currently available only at the Dig.

It’s upfront season - the time when the 
broadcast networks show off their prime- 
time offerings for advertisers. Not unlike 
a bunch of kids gathered on an electronic 
playground, TV critics and other media 
watchers are convening online for news, 
scoops, predictions, and maybe a surprise 
or two. Two networks, Fox and ABC, invited 
TV Eye to watch webcasts of their upfront 
presentations. Unfortunately, upfront 
week does not jibe with the Chronicle's 
press schedule, so be sure to check online 
for up-to-date upfront commentary at 
austinchronicle.com/blogs/pip. 

Both NBC and Fox had their upfront 
presentations on Monday Let me start with 
Fox. The network’s biggest news was that the 
Seth MacFarlane franchise would expand 
when he retools The Flintstones. Now, just 
what he has in mind has some media watch- 
ers worried. TV viewers of a certain age fond- 
ly remember The Flintstones as an amusing 
cartoon we watched on weekday afternoons 
after school. But MacFarlane is known for 
his edge ( Family Guy , The Cleveland Show). Is 
he going to bring some of that salty humor 
to the Flints tone family? We won’t find out 
until 2013. In the meantime, two other 
animated series will join Fox: Allen Gregory 
and Napoleon Dynamite. Jonah Hill (Get 
Him to the Greek) voices 7-year- old Allen 
Gregory, a precocious little boy who goes 
from being homeschooled to attending pub- 
lic school. Napoleon Dynamite picks 
where the popular indie film left off, 
with the original cast voicing the 
animated series. 

The upfronts only feature 
extended clips - most of which I 
didn’t see when the Fox webcast 
had “technical difficulties.” But 
the audio was loud and clear, as 
was the adulation for Simon Cowell 
the force behind the new singing competi- 
tion series The X Factor. But wait - doesn’t 
Fox already have American Idol ? Yes, but 
American Idol doesn’t have Simon Cowell. 
Former AI judge Paula Abdul joins Cowell, 
Antonio “L.A.” Reid, and Cheryl Cole as a 
judge on The X Factor, where aspirants have a 
chance to win a recording contract with Syco 
Music, a subsidiary of Sony 

Other new fall shows on Fox include Steven 
Spielberg’s action/adventure drama Terra 
Nova; the Zooey Deschanel vehicle, New 
Girl; and I Hate My Teenage Daughter, 
co-starring Jaime Pressly (My Name Is Earl) 
and Katie Finneran (Wondetfalls) . The last 
two titles on this list are comedies, and their 
titles are subject to change. 

Say buh-bye to The Chicago Code. I’m so 
very unhappy about this. The series featured 
strong storylines, good writing, and stellar 
performances, especially from Delroy Lindo, 
who made a most appealing bad guy in his 
role as a corrupt Chicago politician. Could 
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a cable network pick it up? My fingers are 
crossed. Also axed: Traffic Light (this may 
be a lesson in how titles matter as this one 
was lame), Lie to Me, and Human Target. 
Breaking In was not mentioned as a firm 
cancellation but was not included in the 
upfront presentation either. My guess is that 
it’s done. 

Over at NBC, the most exciting news was 
that Maria Bello (A History of Violence) 
will star in a stateside version of Prime 
Suspect; she’s cast in the detective role that 
Helen Mirren made famous in the original 
’ version. The charming Hank 
Azaria (Huff) will star in a U.S. 
version of the British series 
Free Agents, about a newly 
divorced man who finds it 
difficult to move on, even as 
he is secretly carrying on with 
a co-worker who has her own 
relationship issues. The most 
interesting new show on the NBC 
roster may be the supernatural drama 
Grimm. In this, David Giuntoli (Turn the 
Beat Around) stars as a homicide detective 
who discovers he’s a descendant of the 
Grimm family, whose destiny is to protect 
mankind from the scary things that go 
bump in the night. 

Other new NBC series launching in the 
fall: Smash (think Glee grows up and goes 
to Broadway); The Playboy Club (Mad 
Men with mob ties); Up All Night (a mar- 
ried couple with a baby tries to keep the 
spice in their marriage); and Whitney (an 
unmarried woman tries to liven up her 
long-term relationship). 

Last week, news got out that Austinite 
Kyle Killen 's (Lone Star, The Beaver) reality- 
bending Awake was picked up by NBC. 
However, its midseason premiere date is TBA 
at the NBC press site.

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SPINNING FLAVOR 

The MALI Conference celebrates 
a decade of diversity

Let’s face it: Despite sincere and energetic efforts to make 
it not so, a lot of arts events in this town end up looking 
pretty pasty. 

The Media Arts & Literacy Institute’s Women’s Film & 
Performance Arts Conference, save one notable aspect - the 
“wholly focused on the contributions of women” thing - does 
a lot to counter the syndrome of sameness, that Achilles’ 
heel of many a self-declared liberal city. 

MALI’S diversity lies not just in its participants, but also in 
the ambitious swath it cuts through media, genre, and format, 
which produces a festival-conference hybrid that looks both 
authentically international and regionally representative. 

On the musical front alone, we have rap en Espanol 
divas Krudas Cubensi, folk legend Nancy Scott, ATX 
MC par excellence KB the Boo Bonic, mezzo-soprano 
Kathryn Findlen, and Skating Polly, a rock band composed 
of two girls - one 10 years old, the other 15 - from 
Edmond, Okla.

Then there are the keynoters: performance poet Pamela Sneed 
and Women & Their Work Executive Director Chris Cowden; there 
are M. Asli Dukan’s science-fiction film shorts; Flouston’s Mildred 
Dred performing gender, self, and other things; and such nitty-grit- 
ty workshops as Texas ASCAP rep Velia Gonzalez on Receiving 
Royalties and Fiona Zedde on Completing Your Novel. 

Now celebrating its 10th year (the first four spent in 
Houston), the festival is growing, says Poet on Watch, confer- 
ence director and founder of MALI. “More artists that I would 
consider midlevel professional artists,” she says, “are paying 
attention to the performance and the conference aspect. And 
Austin is really starting to embrace us.” 


Of the diversity of venues, she says: “It’s strategic, and it’s 
purposeful. I feel like media should join communities - mean- 
ing bring strong artists to strong venues. Some venues might 
not necessarily get the talent that we’re bringing to them, and 
these artists might not get a chance to perform in these ven- 
ues because of the fact that they’re alternative, so bringing 
those two things together is powerful. It paints a different 
landscape in the city. We’ve got the MACC, we’ve got the 
Carver Museum, so I think that covers two different sides of 
town. Then we flip over here and cover the Westside at the 
Long Center, so for those people that might not necessarily 
come closer to the Eastside or Downtown, then it’s okay - 
y’all can catch some of this flavor over at the Long Center. 
Now we’re mixing ZIP codes, right? 

“It’s kind of like a DJ: I’m spinning different flavors. And 
with different-flavor spinnin’, what happens is you bring in dif- 
ferent types of people.” 

If PO.W. has a bone to pick, it’s that a lot of the city 
doesn’t seem to know about the festival. “We’ve been here 
for six years now,” she says, “and people are like, ‘Where 
y’all from?’ We’re here! We’re in Austin, Texas.” ■

It looks like Wiley Wiggins is finally moving on from 
his brush with child stardom. I mean, it’s been almost 
two decades since his lead in Dazed and Confused - 
about time to announce a new, by-all-accounts bitchin’ 
project. That project is Thunderbeam, an iPad game 
in the early stages of development that draws influenc- 
es from Seventies sci-fi and teen adventure series 
while tossing in a healthy disre- 
gard for tired video-game 
tropes. Other members of the 
development squad include 
James Curry and Scott Lee, 
along with a cadre of respected 
illustrators and animators help- 
ing out. If those names aren’t 
recognizable enough, the 
Octopus Project is being 
tapped for the soundtrack. 

Check out the release video at 
www.karakasagames.com, or just 
trust in the unflappable artistic 
eye of an Austin icon (even if he 
did cut his majestic mane years 
ago) and search Kickstarter for 
Thunderbeam to put your money 
where your local-art-supporting 
mouth is. 

After all the flak Capcom got for mimicking local 
developer Twisted Pixel’s ' Splosion Man, you’d think 
clone developers would know to not mess with Austin. 
Apparently not, since a Taiwanese clone of indie devel- 
oper Semi Secret Software’s roof-jumping hit 
Canabalt appeared on the App Store a few weeks 
ago. The clone wasn’t different from the original but 
for the title screen, which replaced the name Canabalt 
with Free Running. Apple’s laissez-faire application 
approval policy allowed the game to be sold not once 


but twice, even if the imitator was quickly taken down 
both times. There are few ramifications for such copy- 
right infringement, as Taiwan doesn’t abide by our 
laws. However, according to Semi Secret honcho 
Adam Saltsman’s Twitter posts, Canabalt ended up 
with an uptick of sales thanks to the press the 
infringement received. 

In bite-size news, you might 
remember sound designer and 
creepy, experimental game designer 
Robin Arnott mentioning a hypo- 
thetical follow-up to Deep Sea, his 
sensory deprivation game (see 
“Sinking Deeper,” April 15). Turns 
out he got a backer for that synaes- 
thetic, sexually stimulating project. I 
imagine the end result will break a 
few laws (of decency if nothing 
else), so it’s appropriate that said 
backer is choosing to remain anony- 
mous. Meanwhile, Deep Sea itself 
will be going to mammoth gaming 
industry shindig E3 to scare the 
bejesus out of people at the 
IndieCade booth... Also, relatively 
new local triple-A studio LightBox 
Interactive just unveiled its Sony- 
backed project Starhawk at the Alamo Drafthouse at 
Ritz a few weeks back. The look and plot of the game 
remind me of Firefly and Starship Troopers (which is to 
say, part nerd, part rad). It’s a third-person bulletfest 
with a bit of strategic defense building to break up the 
action. You’ll have to wait until 2012 to see that one 
in stores. If stores even exist then .... ■

HISTORIC VARSITY THEATER 
MURAL MUTILATED 

Who banged holes in the old Varsity Theater mural? The iconic painting 
at 24th and Guadalupe depicting the history of motion pictures has suf- 
fered major damage during a renovation of the former cinema building. 
Painted in 1979 by Carlos Lowry, the mural features figures as diverse as 
Orson Welles in Citizen Kane and Jimmy Cliff in The Harder They Come. 
There have been earlier renovations, such as the removal of a fire escape, 
and the figure of Harold Lloyd was repainted in a different position. 

However, this new remodeling has knocked several large holes in the mural, 
including one straight through an image of Greta Garbo in Queen Christina, 
and caused damage to other areas of the plaster. In addition, several piec- 
es on the west end designed by local stencil artist Federico Archuleta have 
been completely destroyed. The building, which is being renovated for sev- 
eral fast-food chain tenants, including Qdoba Mexican Grill and Noodles & 
Co., is registered under Travis County tax records to Varsity Corner LLC, a 
Virginia-based company. Lowry’s mural has survived tenancies by Fo Nett’s 
Intellectual Property and Tower Records, which abandoned plans in 1990 to 
paint over the mural after public outcry (see “Our Murals, Ourselves,” The 
Arts, Sept. 4, 1998). Similarly, in 2004, fast-food chain Baja Fresh Mexican 
Grill backed down from plans to remove the famous “Hi, How Are You” frog 
by Daniel Johnston from the old Sound Exchange building farther down 
Guadalupe (see “TCB,” Music, Jan. 16, 2004). Baja Fresh is gone; the frog 
is still there. However, fans of the 24th Street mural will have to wait until 
the construction barriers come down to see how much damage has been 
done to Lowry’s work. - Richard Whittaker

Movies were made to be shared 


We were on our first date, in the exhilarating thick of a first-date conversation - where you’re 
putting forth the very best bits of you, and this still-new person sitting mere inches away seems, 
miraculously, to be taking the bait. Somehow we wound our way to the topic of Terrence 
Malick, and I wanted to bang my head on the table. I’m a fan. I really am. But there have been 
a lot of movies made in the relatively short span of moviemaking history, and I haven’t gotten 
to them all yet. So, yes, I spoke with authority and enthusiasm, even real rapture, about Days 
of Heaven, The Thin Red Line, The New World. 

“What about Badlands ?” he asked. 

I swallowed hard. “I’ve never seen Badlands.” 

“ You’ve never seen Badlands?” 

If he were as knee-jerk judgmental as I am, he might have walked right then - God knows 
I’ve pink-slipped some prospects for not suitably appreciating Jules and Jim or All the Real Girls. 
But he didn’t; he just made me promise to watch it with him sometime. Which is how it should 
be. Movies were made to be shared; sometimes it’s the sharing itself that shapes our relation- 
ship to them, and to one another. 

Two or three dates later, I can’t remember which, the odds evened. 

“I’ve never seen Casablanca,” he said. 

“ You’ve never seen Casablanca?” I said. 

That can be fixed. And I get to be there - under the Paramount Theatre’s ceiling mural, cozied 
in a sweater to offset the overemphatic air conditioning - when it happens. - Kimberley Jones 


‘Blood’ Brother 

My brother, Jeremy, is a complicated guy. He’s 
a music teacher, father of two, incredibly smart 
and funny, but he keeps to himself for the most 
part. He loves Phish and Sufjan Stevens and St. 
Vincent, but he is probably the closest thing to 
a jazz aficionado I’ve ever known. In fact, he 
once harbored dreams of getting a doctorate in 
jazz theory so that he could call himself “Dr. 
Jazz.” It is Jeremy’s love of jazz that helped 
unlock There Will Be Blood for me; without his 
intervention, I might have forever written off 
the film for its lack of shopping montages and 
kicky bubblegum soundtrack. 

You see, jazz is all about active listening; 
you can’t get the full experience of the music 
if you sit back, a passive consumer. You have 
to trace the motifs and phrases, listen to the 
way a note turns into an emotional expres- 
sion and the way that the players interact 
with one another. The more you practice this 
kind of active listening, the more textures the 
music takes on. I see my brother’s practice 
of this technique in his approach to film 
appreciation. Where I tend toward the big, 
escapist movies, he is more drawn to the 
quietly contemplative, slow-burning films like 
The Assassination of Jesse James by the Coward 
Robert Ford and There Will Be Blood. Where 
I emit an obnoxious, yawned u bo-ring!,” he 
settles in with a good beer and a brain that’s 
ready to engage. 

When I asked him what it was about There 
Will Be Blood that made his skirt fly up, Jeremy 
specifically mentioned the long scenes and 
close-up shots. “They are demanding on the 
actors and the audience alike,” he said, and 
he’s right: A close-up shot of someone who 
isn’t speaking, only glaring, is a direct chal- 
lenge to the gazing audience, and director 
Paul Thomas Anderson isn’t letting anyone off 
the hook. The same logic applies to the long 



stretches of silence, where there is no dialogue 
except that between man and landscape. “The 
space in between the action tends to put 
more weight on the depth of the story,” says 
my brother. Meanwhile, Daniel Day-Lewis as 
Daniel Plainview and Paul Dano as Eli Sunday 
are two impresarios, circling around each other 
in a deadly duet, taking turns humiliating and 
debasing one another in a sustained grapple 
for power in the name of God and mammon. 
These were the things I noticed after I listened 
to my brother and divested myself of my desire 
to be entertained. I still am not sure what “I’m 
finished” means, though. - Melanie Haupt

David Wooderson. Even some seasoned 
Austinites don’t realize he had a first name. 
Since Matthew McConaughey branded that 
character onto the haunch of pop culture his- 
tory in Dazed and Confused, he’s become syn- 
onymous with post-glory days and burnouts 
on cradle-robbing benders. The Wooderson 
icon enjoys a dubious distinction, loaded - 
like a tight pair of pecker-packin’ peach panta- 
loons - with the zest of perpetual adolescence 
and borderline douche-baggery. So don’t think 
for one second that is without cringe that I 
confess: The idea has been floated on more 
than one occasion that I might qualify as the 
lesbian Wooderson. Not that there’s anything 
wrong with that certain bemused joie de 
vivre, nailed so effortlessly by then-newcomer 
McConaughey, that ooze of charm and distinct 
flavor for younger ladies, per se . . . unless, per- 
haps, you are a big ol’ dyke who also happens 
to be a single mom raising a son.

he’d recognize but draped in enough bell-bot- 
tomed denim and 4:11 Positracs to maintain 
comfortable distance. As we watched, I realized 
how much a window into younger Kate my 
kid was seeing. We laughed over explanations 
of why pliers were necessary to pull up jean 
zippers and that yes, that scene in the car with 
Shavonne, Simone, and Darla (“She called you 
a bitch! And you a slut! Haha!”) hit so close 
to home. He wanted to know if I could snap 
a bottle cap like the cool senior girls or if I 
flubbed like freshman Sabrina. I told him that 
ever since its release when I was in fifth grade 
and for every year through high school, it was 
tradition for someone to bring Alice Cooper’s 
“School’s Out” on the last day of school. The 
film’s best lines entered his cultural lexicon: I 
noticed he started saying, “Hey man!” to his 
friends, and “L-i-v-i-n!” took its rightful place 
next to Homer J. Simpson’s “S-m-r-t!” He even 
wanted to see my high school yearbooks. It was 
the first time he saw me as . . . well, not quite 
a peer, but something other than an authority 
figure. It definitely brought us closer together, 
and I wish he were not so far away this sum- 
mer, that we might catch it on the big screen 
together.

When I told him - well, you probably already 
know the punch line to this one - he said: 
“That’s funny, ma. You get older; they stay the 
same age.”

The seeds of the Great New Year’s Eve 
1968 Sneak-Out Plot were planted as Betsy 
and I watched West Side Story on television 
during a sleepover.

lyrics by heart. “Listen: ‘When the spit hits 
the fan’? Spit means shit! And this one: ‘My 
grandma pushes tea’! That’s code for grass! 
And what about ‘Krup you’?!” I understood 
gangs: The Sharks were like the Mexican 
bikers on San Antonio’s south side and 
west side, but the Jets had the song express- 
ing universal youthful desire for acceptance 
through posturing: “When you’re a Jet, 
you’re a Jet all the way, from your first ciga- 
rette to your last dying day. ” 

The music was irresistibly romantic to two 
teenage girls. Betsy was pretty and never at a 
loss for boys. That was a good thing for her 
single friends like me, for she wanted very 
much to meet her latest - forbidden - fling at 
the Teen Canteen that New Year’s Eve. Sweet 
Smoke was playing, and the idea of being at a 
club on New Year’s was the most exotic pos- 
sibility so far in my 14 years. The plan was 
simple: Betsy would spend the night at my 
house, the boys would pick us up there, and 
we’d pretend we were going to the movies - 
West Side Story, because we knew the songs, 
natch - and then beeline to the Canteen, 
because when you’re a Jet, you’re a Jet all the 
way. And so our illicit New Year’s Eve went 
smashingly, and we giggled victoriously into 
exhausted sleep at 2am. 

The following day we awoke feeling smug, 
until Betsy’s mother unexpectedly appeared 
at the door to fetch her daughter. “What 
movie did you see?” she greeted us. “West 
Side Story,” we harmonized. Betsy quickly slid 
out the door to her parents’ car. “May I speak 
to your mother?” her mother demanded, 
smiling coldly, as my stomach turned liquid. 
“She’s not here,” I hedged, not feeling much 
like a Jet. That was true, but my dad was 
home, and that is the real reason I didn’t get 
in worse trouble. “West Side Story isn’t playing 
anywhere in a theatre,” he hissed afterward, 
“that was a stupid lie.” So I learned to tell bet- 
ter lies. The incident also successfully ended 
the friendship, as Betsy and I were forbidden 
to hang out or call each other, and - surpris- 
ingly - we obeyed. It was a decade before I 
watched West Side Story again, yet I saw it 
again right as punk rock broke. You know 
what? Early punk rockers - before tattoos and 
Mohawks - looked just like those guys. When 
you’re a Jet ... . - Margaret Moser

Multi-Sensory Cinema 

The movie house had no roof. An inky 
night sky and stars were all that hung above 
us and the flickering shades of Jack Lemmon 
and Tony Curtis as they skirted being mur- 
dered by the mob by slipping into skirts and 
slipping out of Chicago with an all-girl band. 
Their train was bound for Miami, a locale 
that, like so many things in Billy Wilder’s 
deliriously gender-bending comedy, is not 
what it appears to be. San Diego stands in 
for Magic City onscreen, with the picture’s 
opulent resort “played” by the West Coast 
city’s grand and much-beloved Hotel del 
Coronado. That’s where we were - well, on 
the same island as the Hotel Del, at least - 
attending an outdoor screening of Some Like 
It Hot. Nowadays, the Alamo Drafthouse’s 
Rolling Roadshow has spoiled Austinites for 
watching movies in natural settings, but in 
the early Nineties in Southern California, 
such screenings were relatively rare, and the 
chance to see Curtis, Lemmon, and an almost 
unbearably ripe Marilyn Monroe trip across 
the sand so close to us with the Pacific breeze 
blowing across us and filling our noses with 
salty air was a novelty - and one that forever 
changed the relationship my wife, Barbara, 
and I had with the film. When I see it now, 
I still feel a phantom wind off the water that 
chills me (in a good way, but man, was it 
cold that night on Coronado). Still, it isn’t 
just the sensory memories that affect us. We 
were recent transplants to San Diego, having 
left Austin so I might take a job writing grants 
for the La Jolla Playhouse, and that was a 
big move for us as a young married couple. 
Unlike the movie’s heroes in drag, we weren’t

running away from something, but we were on 
what proved to be as big an adventure as theirs 
in the film. At the Playhouse, we saw Pete 
Townshend transform the Who’s Tommy into 
a Broadway musical. Barbara was cast in an 
amazing professional production of The Women 
at San Diego Repertory Theatre. Our daughter 
Rosalind was bom in San Diego. We ended up 
staying there only two years and then returned 
to Austin, where we pretty much picked up our 
lives where we’d left them. But seeing Some 
Like It Hot takes us to San Diego both visually 
and emotionally. We go back to that place of 
sunshine and surf, of possibility and transfor- 
mation, of new beginnings. We are, as Sugar, 
stmmming her uke, breathily intones, “runnin’ 
wild, mighty bold.” - Robert Faires

Close to Heaven 


Three films birthed my cinematic POy 
beyond an early excursion to Pinocchio. They 
survive first in my memory perhaps only 
because they impressed above all others. 
Either way, they’re the father, son, and Holy 
Ghost of my silver screen, only substitute 
mama bear for the head honcho. Mine. She 
who wouldn’t let me watch television (see 
“Greener Pastures,” May 10, 2002). She 
whose grandmother mapped every last alley 
of my native San Francisco for her in its movie 
houses of the 1940s and 1950s, a woman 
who still today consumes movies as if the 
nitrate might disintegrate. Maybe The Maltese 
Falcon and/or King Kong drew first blood (and 
how), but even then - 3, 5, 10 years old, I 
don’t know - they were obviously adventure, 
fantasy. Sabrina introduced me to men and 
women and what happens between them. 

There was Falcon-ee r Humphrey Bogart 
again, and wherever Sabrina really truly falls on 
my chronological film life index - somewhere 
between Bogey touchstones The Petrified Forest 
and The African Queen - I understood intrinsi- 
cally that he had been cast against type here. 
Like Tootsie cast against type. Not golden play- 
boy William Holden, of course. And the triangle, 
the high society brothers suddenly aware of the 
chauffeur’s daughter - Audrey Hepburn in her 
second starring role, all of 24, 25 years old. 
What a setup. There’s a scene late in the last 
act where Hepburn and Bogey have a meal in 
his Madison Avenue skyscraper. I learned more 
biology in those few minutes than in all of high 
school. And the olives. Mother and I almost 


peed ourselves laughing. Sabrina was rom-com 
king until my parents ventured our pod to deep- 
est, darkest Oakland for a Woody Allen triple 
bill, and there again love-play cut as fast and 
grinning as Errol Flynn in early favorites Captain 
Blood and The Adventures of Robin Hood. 

Several years ago in San Francisco - on 
Haight Street - I found a copy of Sabrina Fair, 
the 1953 play whose author, Samuel Taylor, 
shares a screenwriting credit on the film along- 
side its director Billy Wilder and genius Ernest 
Lehman ( North by Northwest, West Side Story). 
Its prologue translated mostly unscathed: 
“Once upon a time, in a part of America called 
the North Shore of Long Island, not far from 
New York, lived a very small girl on a very 
large estate. . . . Life was pleasant here, for this 
was about as close to heaven as one could get 
on Long Island.” - Raoul Hernandez

Parental Accompaniment, 

Not for the Prudish 

You never forget your first time, your first 
glimpse of onscreen nudity. No matter what 
age you might have been at the time, that 
initial frisson of sexualized imagery - 24-fps 
flesh in all its shame-lust glory - is seared into 
your mind, a milestone, a coming- of-age, a 
moment in your personal history that marks 
the inky-dark borderland between being a 
kid at the movies and being an adult at the 
cinema. My first time, though, was less titil- 
lating than terrifying, made all the more so by 
the fact that my father was sitting beside me, 
in the dark, on Friday, May 23, 1980 - the 
day Stanley Kubrick’s riveting adaptation of 
Stephen King’s The Shining opened. 

I’d been a King freak for years, ever since 
reading the embossed, black-jacket paperback of 
’ Salem’s Lot, and so, technically, I already knew 
what lurked in the Overlook Hotel’s bad place, 
the dread Room 237. Kubrick trumps King 
here, outfitting the dying room with a ghastly 
mauve sofa (peekaboo!) and unmatching pea- 
cock carpet that positively screams psychoses 
galore. As Jack Nicholson, unhinged as haunted 
alkie-author-cum-bad-dad Jack Torrance, makes 
his way toward the suite’s bathroom, I quailed 
in my chair, knowing what was coming. The art 
deco, morgue-green porcelain; the half-drawn 
shower curtain; the thing in the tub. It wasn’t as 
I’d imagined it, though: Torrance, disheveled, 
clearly terrified, is glued to the spot as actress 
Lia Beldam, in her one and only role, pulls 
back the gauzy veil and steps out of the bath, 
languorous, blond, full-breasted, and troubling. 
Nicholson, predictably, wonderfully, leers. 



You’re never, to the best of my knowledge, 
entirely comfortable watching a full-frontal 
nude image of the opposite sex with a parent 
onboard. But Kubrick knocked both my dad 
and me sideways into hell, as Beldam’s beckon- 
ing fair one embraces Nicholson and transforms 
- accompanied all the while by the downward 
spiraling strings and shrieking brass of Rachel 
Elkind and Wendy Carlos’ score - into the 
cackling, bloated corpse of aged Billie Gibson. 
Nicholson runs. The whole sequence is a mas- 
terpiece of dialogue-free filmmaking, a master 
class on how to build truly unnerving suspense, 
and a primer on why you should be careful 
which R-rated movies you beg your father to 
take you to on opening day. Upon exiting the 
theatre, my dad, a surgeon and longtime veter- 
an of real-life death, remarked: “How ’bout that 
shower scene? That’s just what a waterlogged 
body looks like, too!” - Marc Savlov

Kitten to ‘Cat’ 

My daughter did not inherit my gene for 
horror. That curiously unsettling pleasure that 
since childhood I have derived from ghoulies 
and ghosties and things that go bump in the 
night, in literature and comics and on film and 
TY was not passed along to Rosalind. In fact, 
when she was very young, she was so resistant 
to anything scary that most Disney cartoons 
were off-limits - their malevolent stepmothers 
and puppynapping villainesses were too much 
for her. It was years before she could watch her 
favorite film, The Wizard of Oz, without fast- 
forwarding through, as she called all frightening 
scenes in movies, “the dumb parts.” Moreover, 
as a child of the Saw era, she assumed stomach- 
churning gore was de rigueur for all film horror, 
even from the days of the Hays Office, so she 
saw no need to acquaint herself with the origi- 
nal Universal classic creature features. I never 
saw any need to change her mind any more 
than I felt a need to force her to experience the 
cold-sweat-inducing, shift-in-your-seat, peer- 
through-your-fingers fun of a Freaks or Alien 
or Rosemary’s Baby. But when she entered 
high school, Rosalind’s cinematic tastes grew 
more adventurous, and Hitchcock became her 
gateway drug to the joys of clammy palms and 
shouting at the screen, “Don’t go in there!” So 
when I suggested that the original Cat People 
was closer in style and spirit to Rear Window 
than Final Destination, she was game to take 
in a showing at the Paramount. The result, 
Rosalind herself says, was “mind-expanding.” 
She’d never seen so much suggested by so little: 
an isolated individual on a dimly lit street or in 
a basement pool, silence except for one’s own 
footsteps or a distant echo of a radiator, and 
shadows - deep, velvety, enveloping shadows 
that might contain nothing or might contain 
anything, even a fetching Serbian designer who 
transforms into a marauding black panther. As 
I had done years before when I first saw the 
film as a college student at the University of 
Texas, my daughter lost herself in those glori- 
ously dark shadows conjured by producer Val 
Lewton, director Jacques Tourneur, and cin- 



ematographer Nicholas Musuraca. It may have 
taken the horror of the unseen, horror conjured 
by the mind and one’s own maddening uncer- 
tainty, horror suggested with masterful subtlety, 
but at long last, swallowed in the shadows of 
Cat People, my daughter and I shared a shiver, a 
marvelously delicious shiver. -R.F.

‘True Grit’ Ruined Christmas 

I’ll admit it. I was 
one of the shaggy, 
bearded Austin hip- 
sters who agreed to 
work minimum wage 
to be an extra in the 
Coen Brothers’ locally 
shot, skewed sepia 
vision, True Grit. You 
might have missed me 
in the hanging scene if 
you weren’t looking at 
the cutting room floor 
... very closely. So, what made standing out 
in the sun for two days in several very vintage 
layers, watching stuntmen get hung repeatedly 
worth it? Apart from meeting a handful of funny 
and interesting people, not really. I had hoped 
to see the movie with the other extras as a sort 
of reunion where we would all play the Old 
West version of Where’s Waldo? with people in 
wool suits and bowler hats. But the movie was 
released at Christmastime, so we were scattered 
throughout the country, leaving me to see the 
movie with high school friends in upstate New 
York. I was scheduled to fly back to Austin the 
day after Christmas, but the blizzard of 2010 
grounded my flight, so a screening of True Grit 
was meant to take my mind off the delay. Things 
would not pan out as planned. After not seeing 
me or anyone I knew in our scenes (they felt like 
our scenes when they were filmed, anyway), I 
got a call from the airline in the middle of the 
movie letting me know that I wouldn’t have a 
flight for another five days. I spent the rest of the 
film sitting in the dark between my two enrap- 
tured friends coming to terms with the many 
ramifications of the delay. My bitterness grew as 
the plot unfolded, and when the credits rolled, 
my pals gushed about how much they loved the 
film. For me, the movie was ruined. I had no 
stardom, no split-second of fame, and on top 
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of that, I was stuck in my childhood home 
which slowly morphed into The Shining s 
Overlook Hotel as the snow accumulated. 
I’ll tell you what grit is: shoveling through 
post-blizzard drifts when the closest thing to a 
winter jacket you own is a thermal undershirt 
under a windbreaker.

Seeing Other Cinemas 

There was only one cinema in Macclesfield. 
As in most crumbling post-industrial towns in 
the north of England, entertainment choices 
were in short supply. The Majestic was an old- 
fashioned, family-owned picture house, with a 
single screen in a gently dilapidated auditorium 
and a sound system with the audio clarity of a 
tin can phone. If you did not like the one film 
showing that week, then tough luck. So when 
the management decided they would not be 
screening Aliens, I was gutted. Alien had been 
a near-mythical movie to me: One classmate of 
mine had taken a vacation to the U.S. in the 
summer of 1979 and had seen the original in 
a cinema. I had always wondered whether his 
stories about facehuggers and chestbursters 
were accurate, but, due to the unforgiving “no 
kids allowed” British film certification system, 
I had to wait until the film scuttled out on VHS 
like a dirty secret. Aliens was a chance for me 
to rewrite that unfairness and see H.R. Giger’s 
Freudian nightmares on the big screen. 

So my sister and I drove to the unknown ter- 
ritories of the Davenport theatre in Stockport, a 
whole 12 miles away. It almost felt like disloy- 
alty: Practically every Friday since the first Star 
Wars film screened, I had handed my pocket 
money over to the Majestic. Sure, there had 
been some dalliances with the Comerhouse 


in Manchester, but that was daytime, arthouse 
fare, and this was a Friday night movie. It was 
raining outside, so the roads were slippery 
and unnerving. Inside, the cinema was mostly 
empty, and the film was every bit as taut and 
gruesome and unpredictable as I had dreamed. 
One alien had been traumatic enough; this 
had dozens, and they were kicking the U.S. 
Colonial Marines’ collective ass. This was 
the era of one-man armies, of Ramhos and 
Top Guns. Yet when 
posturing poltroon 
Bill Paxton’s Hudson 
squealed, “Game 

over, man - game 
over,” that narrative 
imploded. This was 
subtly subversive 
cinema, and I loved 
it. When Sigourney 
Weaver’s iconic 

Ripley took on the 
alien queen, she did 
not use her guns or 
grenades or flamethrower; she used a power 
loader. She was a blue-collar action hero, grab- 
bing the first tool that came to hand like a sci-fi 
Rosie the Riveter. The film cracked open the 
idea of cinema for me: The idea that a sequel 
without a Jedi or a bullwhip-cracking archae- 
ologist could be as good as the original was 
unprecedented enough. Years later I would 
hear that there were missing scenes, so wait- 
ing for the director’s cut to arrive, complete 
with sentry guns and inseminated miners, 
felt like one major step toward understand- 
ing film. Still wish I could have seen it at the 
Majestic, though. - Richard Whittaker

Antonio’s historic Pearl Brewery, which hosts Pachanga 2011 highlights Chico Mann, Adrian | 

Quesada’s the Echocentrics, and Mexicans With Guns. Closer to home, Toy Selectah and o 

Orion, among others, crack the pinata early at the Scoot Inn on Friday, May 20. “Sooner than £ 

later, 50 percent of Austin is going to be Hispanic,” figures Garza. “It makes sense to roll every- | 

thing up and present it in a way because it’s reflective of the community.” 8

For Austin’s Midget men, the view’s always 
better from the floor and every passing year’s 
worth celebrating.

Edie Brickell & New Bohemians 
host a benefit on Saturday at Yett Memorial Park in Blanco with 
Bobby Mack and Zydeco Blanco, among others, at 2pm. 

O Darden Smith will be presenting his creative initiative, the Be 
an Artist Program, at six area schools, beginning May 23 at Acton 
Academy. That’s after the local troubadour performs at Keith 
Kachtick’s Dharma Yoga on Sunday, 2-5pm, a benefit for the 
Tibet Fund. Learn more at www.thebeanartistprogram.com. 

O Rattletree Marimba leader Joel Laviolette would like to 
build a full marimba set for the Texas School for the Blind 
and Visually Impaired, a three-month process that could cost 
up to $8,000. His Kickstarter campaign to support the endeavor

tunity to be involved with something so much bigger than my 
own musical pursuits,” says Laviolette, a scholar of traditional 
Zimbabwean music.

Mariachi las Altenas 4:30pm, Pavilion Stage 


When the ladies of Mariachi 
las Altenas take the stage in 
their cardinal-red trajes de 
charro and blazing white som- 
breros, they mean business. 

While Latin males have tradi- 
tionally performed mariachi 
music, all-female mariachis 
are no longer a novelty, and 
certainly not this San Antonio 
octet. On the Pachanga main 
stage last year, the group gath- 
ered an ever-expanding audi- 
ence like horchata draws ants 
at a picnic. 

“It’s a growing thing for 
women to play mariachi,” said 
Valerie Vargas, director and 
founder of Mariachi las Altenas. 

“It’s taken off with mariachi 
programs in the schools. It’s 
always been male-dominated, but more females than men seem to be taking the classes.” 

A summer music program began Vargas’ road to mariachidom at age 13. About six years 
later, in 2002, she formed Mariachi las Altenas. Next spring the endeavor turns 10. Most 
teenage girls would have aspired to pop. 

“A lot of these [old] songs are about love and passion,” enthuses Vargas. “Our job is to 
interpret it for ourselves and convey those feelings to the audience. To do that, you have 
to love the music.” - Belinda Acosta

It’s one thing to remix, and quite anoth- 
er to reimagine. Filtering the righteous 
Afrobeat of Fela Kuti through the lens of 
Latin freestyle, Chico Mann spawned a 
new sound: Afro freestyle. 

“When you start subdividing Afrobeat 
and funk patterns, it starts sounding like 
freestyle, which, growing up in New Jersey, 
was ubiquitous,” he explains. “That’s the 
conception of this Afro freestyle. What if 
they had done merengue with an 808 
drum machine, you know?” 

As Chico Mann, producer/vocalist/ 
Antibalas guitarist Marcos Garcia uses 


that drum machine to blast holes in the 
time-space continuum. He remembers 
the moment he first heard Afrobeat’s 
funky fusion, but the slick boogie of 
Afrika Bambaataa and freestyle artists like 
Shannon and Expose is more deeply 
ingrained. “I loved that early hip-hop,” 
says Garcia, “so my expression of Afrobeat 
is being filtered through my growing up 
as a bicultural Latino right outside of 
New York.” 

All of it adds up to Analog Drift (Wax 
Poetics), a hypnotizing set of 8-bit Afrobeat 
boosted by mystical and slightly off-kilter 
bilingual vocals. “It’s an ongoing musical 
conversation between Africa and the 
Americas and the African diaspora as it’s in 
conversation with European harmony. 
Then you add the electronic element, and 
now it’s something different but still part of 
this larger conversation that’s been going 
on for 500 years.” - Thomas Fawcett

The Echocentrics, however, is his 
first solo endeavor, with new debut Sunshadows (Ubiquity) 
spinning dusty grooves and sun-woozy psychedelia like 
some tropical soundtrack from the 1960s. 

“They all start as studio projects and develop from 
there,” related Quesada during a judges’ intermission 
at the Health Alliance for Austin Musicians’ recent 
Corporate Battle of the Bands. “I’ve been working on 
this for about five years. I just kept getting off track 
with all of the touring. Last summer I took time off 
from Grupo to focus on finishing this record.” 

Sunshadows features guest vocals from Brooklyn-based Argentinean singer Natalia 
Clavier, a frequent Thievery Corporation collaborator and the wife of Federico Aubele, as 
well as Brazil’s Tita Lima, daughter of Os Mutantes bassist Liminha. The ladies’ blend of 
English, Portuguese, and Spanish lends an exotic otherness. Both are being flown in for 
Pachanga. “I really wanted to explore the more cinematic aspect of soul music, like how 
Serge Gainsbourg was reacting to soul music in the late Sixties,” says Quesada. “With 
that stuff, the voice is just like another instrument in the mix.”

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JACKSON BROWNE 

ACL Live at the Moody 
Theater, May 13 

In 1992, I witnessed an 
audience behaving badly. 

Neil Young had just come 
off a period of “Rockin’ in 
the Free World” and tour- 
ing with Sonic Youth. As he 
tends to do, ol’ Neil switched 
gears and wrote a bunch of 
songs that became Harvest 
Moon, a nice, quiet follow- 
up to one of his biggest selling albums ever even though it was 20 years later. Before 
it came out, he did some solo shows, including a run at the Beacon Theatre in New 
York. At the show I attended, no one was the least bit interested in songs they hadn’t 
heard and the crowd was boisterous in its disapproval to the point of embarrassment. 
That show came to mind during Jackson Browne’s appearance at the Moody Theatre on 
Friday the 13th. Onstage was a rack containing 18 acoustic guitars, an electric piano, 
and a couple of chairs. Browne, 62, came out looking as youthful as ever and jumped 
into what’s become a regular set opener, “The Barricades of Fleaven,” a wistful bit of 
nostalgia. When he finished, a torrent of requests and other comments were unleashed, 
one that didn’t let up in the more than two hours Browne performed. What should have 
been a relaxed evening with one of America’s best songwriters became a frightful ordeal 
with close to 2,700 drunks. Browne, to his credit, took it all in stride, interacting a bit 
and playing some of the songs that were being demanded. He even paid tribute to 
Warren Zevon by covering two of his departed friend’s songs, “Don’t Let Us Get Sick” 
and “Mohammed’s Radio,” the latter a duet with local heroine Shawn Colvin. One inter- 
esting moment came when Browne spoke about traveling to Cuba with his band and 
the difficulties that such a trip entailed. “We went as a religious group,” he quipped. 
Otherwise, maybe it’s the case that I’ve spent too much time at the Cactus Cafe, where 
the person onstage is allowed to do their show their way without heckling or the bel- 
lowing of requests. Maybe high ticket prices these days have emboldened audiences in 
their demands and expectations. Friday night I thought the guy in my section of the bal- 
cony that had been screaming for “The Pretender” all night at the top of his lungs was 
going to explode when the song appeared near the show’s end. The Southern Californian 
responded with two encores, so he must have felt all right with it. The second, “Before 
the Deluge,” was a calming force to a fitful night, one that would have been a lot more 
beautiful with a lot less audience participation. -Jim Caligiuri 


TV ON THE RADIO 

Nine Types of Light 
(Interscope) 

“Do the no future,” 
chants guitarist Kyp 
Malone in the urgent 
“No Future Shock,” an 
early highlight from TV 
on the Radio’s Nine Types of Light. It’s a com- 
plex dance the Brooklyn outfit masters on 
its fourth full-length, molding post-industrial 
surges, avant-indie rock, and No Wave fervor 
into distinctly progressive soul music. After 
the challenging density of 2006’s Return to 
Cookie Mountain, TVOTR eased up two years 
later with the more refined Dear Science. 
Continuing that trajectory here are suave 
ballads that find dire beauty amid glorious 
disasters and nuclear winters, most notably 
in the earnest enticement of “You,” banjo- 
accented highlight “Killer Crane,” and “Will 
Do,” the last bolstered by a pair of remixes on 
the deluxe edition of the CD. Exceptions: the 
damning “Repetition” and opener “Second 
Song,” which could pass for a Smog cover as 
frontman Tunde Adebimpe’s bruised lyricism 
unfolds behind Dave Sitek’s brassy, mad- 
scientist production. Ultimately, Nine Types of 
Light offers a reminder that love’s sometimes 
best at the bitter end.

PANDA BEAR 

Tomboy (Paw Tracks) 

Tomboy's an ambi- 
tious work that finds 
its power and gran- 
diosity in the slight- 
est moments - an 
album that demands 
headphones, yet equally compels to 
crank the stereo. Like the intricate raves 
that have come to characterize Animal 
Collective’s jams, Noah Lennox’s fourth 
solo album thrives on nuances. Delivering 
a lesser follow-up to 2007 stunner Person 
Pitch, the cut chemist continues torqu- 
ing Brian Wilson into the Digital Age, 
first and foremost on the harmony-licked 
loops of opener “You Can Count On Me” 
and “Surfer’s Hymn.” And despite the 
compelling collision of AM pop with the 
warping, swirling sonic eddies of “Last 
Night at the Jetty,” Tomboy lacks both 
the raw winsomeness and experimental 
flairs of the previous breakout, espe- 
cially with the aptly titled “Drone” and 
the dragging “Friendship Bracelet.” Still, 
“Scheherazade” surprises with an almost 
monastic lament atop a softly plodded 
piano and ambient sweeps, delivering 
subtle awe and tranquility.

LOUDON WAINWRIGHT III 

40 Odd Years (Shout! Factory) 

When Loudon Wainwright III began 
his career in the late 1960s, he kept 
his hair short and dressed in a conser- 
vative manner to stand apart from the 
hippies. The 4-CD/l-DVD 40 Odd Years 
is like that. There’s nothing fancy about 
the dated and bulky box-set packaging, 
and although some of the photos therein are 
illuminating, it’s all standard issue presenta- 
tion. What’s inside, however, speaks volumes 
- delightfully so. Compiled by Wainwright and 
co-produced with film director Judd Apatow, 
who explains his presence in the liner notes, 40 
Odd Years spans the career of the singer-song- 
writer once dubbed “a new Dylan.” While both 
worked the same side of the street, the two 
couldn’t be further apart. The New York-raised 
son of a columnist and editor of Life magazine, 
Wainwright’s compositions, even to this day, 
are about himself and those people and things 
that surround him. His manner is blunt, deep, 
heartrending, and at times hysterical. He may 


be a one-hit wonder - “Dead Skunk” 
made it all the way to No. 16 in 1973 
- but a cult following developed over 
time. As actor Peter Jason puts it in the 
outstanding One Man Guy DVD docu- 
mentary that’s included here, “[Loudon] 
can explain something in a way that 
has never been explained before, and 
it touches you.” Naturally there will be 
some grumbling about what was and 
wasn’t included among the 91 songs on 
the CDs, but the video portion is phenomenal. 
More than three hours long, and besides the 
documentary produced for Dutch television in 
1993, there are TV appearances on the BBC, 
Saturday Night Live from 1975, Austin City Limits 
from both ’88 and ’99, and several concert 
performances, including a standout with Joe 
Henry, Greg Leisz, and Christopher Guest from 
the recent Grammy-winning The Charlie Poole 
Project. Now the 64-year-old patriarch of a musi- 
cal family whose guest appearances by Rufus, 
Martha, the McGarrigles, and the Roches are 
sprinkled throughout 40 Odd Years, one can 
only hope Wainwright’s next four decades are 
just as fruitful. ★★★★ -Jim Caligiuri 
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In April, two police constables in North London, England, threatened Louise 
Willows with arrest for criminal damage and forced her to clean her artwork 
from a city sidewalk. Willows had cleared off 25 deposited droppings that 
dog-walkers had failed to remove, and in their place drawn pink cupcakes in 
chalk with a nearby message: “Dog owners, please clear up your dog’s mess. 
Children walk here.” 


LEAD STORY 

The cure for emphysema is cigarette 
smoke piped directly into the lungs, accord- 
ing to chemist Gretha Zahar, whose clinic has 
treated 60,000 people in Jakarta, Indonesia, 
in the past decade. Zahar, with a doctorate 
from Padjadjaran University in West Java, 
modifies the tobacco smoke with “nanotech- 
nology” to remove “free radicals” and adjust 
the mercury levels - and touts her “divine 
cigarettes” as cures for “all” diseases, 
including cancer, with only a wink of the eye 
from the government (which opposition lead- 
ers say is in the pocket of Indonesia’s tobac- 
co industry). Though 400,000 Indonesians 
die yearly from smoking-related causes, nico- 
tine “addiction” was only reluctantly and sub- 
tly mentioned in recent regulations. One 
pharmacology professor said he had never 
heard of anyone dying from smoking, which 
he called a “good, cheap alternative” to 
expensive drugs. 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

Marla Gilson, 59, was fired in April after 
her employer callously rejected her offer to 
work from home in Chevy Chase, Md., at a 
reduced salary, while she recovers from che- 
motherapy and a bone marrow transplant for 
her leukemia. Gilson’s job was chief executive 
of the Association of Jewish Aging Services of 
North America, which serves 112 facilities 
that help frail and elderly Jews during their 
final years. Gilson’s termination also made 
her health care much more expensive and 
potentially made her uninsurable in the future 
if her treatment is successful. Nonetheless, 
the board of directors thanked her for her ser- 
vice and wished her a “speedy recovery.” 

Thomas Cavender, 60, of Bessemer City, 
N.C., pleaded unsuccessfully with a judge in 
March to remove him from the National Sex 
Offender Registry, to which he had been 
assigned as part of his sentence in 2000 for 
molesting a third-grade girl. Cavender told the 
judge that he had become a preacher and 
evangelist and that it “hurts my ministry 
when you’re in the pulpit, and someone goes 
to the computer, and there you are.” 

CAN’T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

The notorious U.S. military contractor KBR, 
prominent for having earned several billion 
dollars from no-bid contracts during the wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan and which has been 
accused of numerous employee sexual 
harassment cover-ups (including nine pending 
lawsuits filed by female employees), has 
apparently been voted by readers of Woman 
Engineer magazine as one of the Top 50 
places for women to work. KBR and other 
companies on the list made announcements 
in April, but at press time, the Woman 
Engineer issue containing the list had not 
been published. 

Nursery school teacher Elizabeth Davies, 48, 
was fired in February from Hafod Primary 
School in Swansea, Wales, after accusations 
that she had sprayed pine-scented room- 
freshener on kids who passed gas and on 
Bangladeshis who had come to class smell- 
ing of curry and onions. Of the latter, she 
reportedly said, “There is a waft coming in 
from paradise.” 


ZERO TOLERANCE? 

Recently, public school students were 
expelled in Spotsylvania, Va., for posses- 
sion of homemade tubing for launching 
plastic spitballs during lunchroom horseplay 
(December 2010); arrested in Hammonton, 
N.J., where a 7-year-old student brought to 
class a Nerf-type “gun” that fires soft balls 
(January); and arrested in Arvada, Colo., for 
drawing violent stick figures, which was rec- 
ommended by his therapist as a way to 
tamp down harmful thoughts (February). 
Meanwhile, in March, at the other end of 
“zero tolerance,” a judge allowed Ryan 
Ricco, 18, to play for his school in a big 
basketball tournament despite being on 
modified house arrest after being charged 
with threatening to blow up two other high 
schools in the Chicago suburbs. 

CAVALCADE OF REDNECKS 

1) In April, Robert Hohenberger, 64, was 
arrested in Clayton County, Ga., for shoot- 
ing a neighbor’s dog with a BB gun after 
complaining that he was tired of the dog 
“pooping” in his yard. The neighbor, 

Leticia Mendoza, told police that her dog 
was innocent and had actually relieved 
herself inside right before Mendoza let her 
out. 2) Jonathan Avery, 31, was arrested 
in Benson, N.C., in February for hitting his 
6-year-old son on the head with a spoon, 
drawing blood with a cut that became 
infected. Hospital personnel treating the 
child called police, as Avery had apparent- 
ly attempted to suture the wound with 
fishing line.

1) “Go ahead and shoot me,” said Rodney 
Gilbert, 57, who was embroiled in a domes- 
tic tiff with his girlfriend, Kimberly Gustafson, 
in Ocala, Fla., in February.

National Natural Landmarks are some of the country’s most 
unique biological and geological sites. Founded in 1962, the NNL 
designation recognizes both public and private resources that 

have specific natural fea- 
tures. These are the 
best examples of a van- 
ishing wilderness. 

By joining the list - 
586 have so far - the 
owner voluntarily works 
to conserve the rare eco- 
system on their property. 

The National Park 
Service administers the 
list. One-third of the 
landmarks on the list are 
privately owned. 

What is surprising is 
what’s not on the list. 

You won’t find the Grand 2 
Canyon, because for all | 
its beauty, the canyon is ^ 
not a unique environ- ^ 
ment. If you visit all 586 2 
sites, you will see excep- 
tional scenery and a cross section of the nation’s natural history. 

Of the 48 states and territories with sites, California has the most with 35 landmarks, and Texas 
has the sixth-highest number with 20. The largest NNL in Texas, at more than 16,000 acres, is 
Palo Duro Canyon State Park, while the smallest is the 2-acre, privately owned Ezell’s Cave. 

Of the NNLs in Texas, five are caves. Ezell’s Cave, outside of San Marcos, is owned by the Texas 
Cave Management Association. Because of the rare and endangered species that live there, it is 
not open to the public. Visitors are welcome at Cave Without a Name in Boerne, Caverns of Sonora 
in Sonora, Longhorn Caverns near Burnet, and Natural Bridge Caverns south of New Braunfels. 

Devil’s Sinkhole outside of Rocksprings is the largest single-chamber cavern in Texas. To reach 
it, you must join a tour offered by a private group, although the property belongs to the state. 
Millions of bats emerge from the hole on summer evenings. 

Also on the NNL list are some of Texas’ most unusual natural features. Enchanted Rock State 
Natural Area, north of Fredericksburg, was added in 1970. The fall foliage of Lost Maples State 
Natural Area made the list, as did the dinosaur tracks of Dinosaur Valley State Park. The Odessa 
Meteor Crater is the only Texas county park on the national list. 

The federal government has 39 units in Texas including national parks, forests, wildlife refuges, 
historic sites, and grasslands, but only five are on the NNL list. The Fort Worth Nature Center and 
Refuge is the only Texas municipal park included. Of the sites in Texas, only two are not open to 
the public. 

The list is not only a good place to start for day trips within Texas but also a good way to find 
hidden gems in other states. New Mexico has 12 sites on the list, including the Mescalero Sands 
South Dune. Arkansas’ Mammoth Spring is the second-largest spring in the Ozark Mountains and 
one of five NNL locations in the state. 

As you’re planning your next trip, look up what national treasures might be nearby. The list and 
more information can be found at www.nature.nps.gov/nnl/nation.cfm.

The Dudleys!: A Family Game 


Video games, especially since the advent of World ofWarcraft 
and its brethren, carry the connotation of being a form of escap- 
ism. What difference is there between playing games for 10 hours 


straight and a similar TV marathon? 

There’s a sense of agency to the accom- 
plishments one achieves in video games 
that is incredibly difficult to find in the real 
world: rescuing the princess, winning the 
championship, saving the world, etc. 

Being able to wield such power, to have 
such effects from our cause, is enticing pre- 
cisely because oftentimes we’re so helpless 
in reality. We want that ability to win. That’s 
the world of The Dudleys!: A Family Game, 
where a Mormon family’s struggle with the 
death of its patriarch is wrapped in the con- 
text of an 8-bit video game. 

The script, written by Texas-raised, New 
York City-based playwright Leegrid Stevens, 
has the structure of an old video game 
and a family drama at its core: Instead of 
scenes, it has levels, with corresponding 
avatars projected behind the players in 
each round; the game/play is paused during 
asides; “Try Again?” is projected when char- 
acters fail to answer a question directly. The 
family drama focuses on three children and 
their mother dealing poorly with the father’s 
death from cancer. Each family member 
holds some personal resentment regarding 
the father’s departure. 

The Dudleys! is incredibly ambitious both 
as a play and a production; it’s one of those 
pieces of art that feels like it’s trying to 
cram an entire existence into one show. 

While it might follow that the levels would 
progress in order as the plot advances, 

The Dudleys! instead has a positively 
Slaughterhouse Five- like sense of time, the 
game being played out of order. And though 
the protagonist of the piece is ostensibly 
Vic, the self-assured eldest brother who 
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looked down upon his father’s weakness, 
all the characters in the extended world are 
given some moment of clarity or expression. 

The production, helmed by new Tutto 
Theatre Artistic Director Gary Jaffe, synthe- 
sizes a lot of impressive contributions. First 
and foremost are the exquisite 8-bit video 
renderings. Not only do they hearken back to 
8-bit classics such as Super Mario Bros., Out 
Run, and Paperboy, but the characters seam- 
lessly interact with the animation. When 
someone makes a motion to turn the sink 
on and off, for instance, the water animation 
comes on and off as well. Accompanied with 
this video is some pretty terrific composition 
by playwright Stevens, as well as wonderful 
costume design by Benjamin Taylor Ridgway. 
The design team embraced the video-game 
roots of the script, and it really paid off. And 
the choreography by Melinda Rebman and 
Zenobia Taylor warrants mentioning: a lot of 
strangely delightful group movement pieces. 
(And I’m not sure I’ve ever seen actors run 
more in a show!) 

The Dudleys! asks a lot of itself and its 
audience. At times, the drama practically 
hits you over the head with its rawness, and 
yet the next level will have a visit to a failing 
cancer clinic degenerate into a co-op zom- 
bie brawler game. But for all its complexi- 
ties and shifting tone, the ending is quite 
emotionally affecting, and there are lots of 
delights along the way. We might wish we 
had a reset button on life. We might wish 
we could win the game on our first try. But 
we can’t. Ultimately, that’s what The Dudleys! 
wants to teach us: No matter where we try 
to escape to, we still have to confront the 
hardest boss of all - life. - Avimaan Syam

The Grand Theory of 
Everything Between 



Andrea Ariel has probably made dance in Austin longer than 
you’ve lived here, and for almost two decades, her Ariel Dance 
Theatre has taken on some considerably larger-than-life subjects. 
In this original production, Ariel and her dancers, including 


her frequent collaborators Steve Ochoa and 
Adriene Mishler, create a dance of our hid- 
den universe, of those things we cannot see 
and those things perhaps only imagined. 
Quarks, black matter, aliens - you know the 
drill. The dancers are accompanied through- 
out by Peter Stopschinski, who conducts an 
orchestra of five executing his entirely origi- 
nal score. 

Calling an ensemble of five an orchestra 
may sound strange, but their sound is noth- 
ing short of orchestral. With Stopschinski 
on piano and electronics, Henry Q. Vines on 
bass, Chuck Fischer on drums, Leah Nelson 
on viola, and Thomas Echols on guitar, the 
ensemble ranges broadly over styles and 
produces a dynamic and versatile sound as 
grand as the subject matter. Contributing 
mightily are Fischer’s booming, emotional 
percussion and Nelson’s dissonant, frantic 
strings. And make no mistake, Stopschinski 
conducts his musicians to accompany the 
dance, observing what is happening onstage 
and ensuring that the music works in concert 
with the movement. It’s a solid hour’s worth of 
stirring sound and a truly grand achievement. 

I often found myself watching Stopschinski 
and his orchestra rather than the dance. 

It’s quite possible that this was purpose- 
ful on Ariel’s part. Ariel and her production 
designers, Natalie George and K. Eliot 
Haynes, have kept the Off Center in its 
usual proscenium configuration, with the 
audience on one side and the stage on the 
other. Stopsch inski’s orchestra is upstage 
on a wide platform and backed by a scrim, 


and the dancers primarily use the space 
between the orchestra and the audience, 
sometimes moving up onto the platform 
behind the orchestra, sometimes moving 
behind the scrim and appearing as shad- 
ows. Designer Kari Perkins has costumed 
all the dancers, three men and five women, 
in close-fitting tops and flowing skirts, and 
Ariel has choreographed long sections of 
the dance with lateral movement, going back 
and forth between the walls of the theatre. 
Now consider that almost everything you 
see is white - costumes, stage, scrim. With 
eight dancers moving laterally in white skirts 
against a white background, I often didn’t 
know where to look, and while the universe 
and the things that happen in it can certainly 
be seen as a collection of quarks bouncing 
around and off of one another, combining to 
create different forms of existence, I longed 
for something more solid to rest my gaze on. 

That ended up being the orchestra, not just 
because of the dynamism of the musicians 
or Stopschinski’s focus and precision, but 
also because the musicians weren’t all quite 
dressed in white. And it’s not that things in 
the dance itself didn’t stand out - Ochoa 
and Ariel have a brief duet together, and 
they dance so serenely, like two people who 
know each other well. Also, I sometimes saw 
animals and other recognizable forms rise 
from the mist, but I wanted more of a reason 
to watch those dancers because it really is 
a grand idea. It’s certainly grand music. And 
who knows? It might just be the grand theory 
of everything between. - Barry Pineo

Morrow, a professor at the University of 
Texas’ Butler School of Music, conceived of 
Ensemble VIII during the “What now?” days 
that followed his achievement of tenure at 
UT. Consisting of just eight singers, the group 
is arranged to mimic the performance stan- 
dards of the Renaissance and Baroque peri- 
ods: bass, tenor, countertenor, and soprano. 
Morrow’s mission - to draw a spotlight to 
the vast canon of Renaissance and Baroque 
vocal music and make it accessible to a 
fresh audience - is ambitious and exciting. 

The chapel was set up with the audience 
in two groups facing each other with a grand 
aisle in-between, creating an enjoyably inter- 
active atmosphere. Throughout the evening, 
the audience members watched not only the 
performers but also one another, effectively 
stripping the performance of any rigid for- 
mality and drawing the focus instead to the 
communal experience of the music. 

And ah, the music. As the first notes of 
Johannes Ockeghem’s “Salve Regina” floated 
up into the cavernous chapel, it was clear 
that Morrow had assembled singers of the 
highest order. Sopranos Carrie Henneman 
Shaw and Melanie Russell shone in this 
opening piece, sweetly capturing the themes 
that billowed up from the voices below and 
repeating them with clear and rapturous tone. 
Also memorable was superstar-of-his-day 
Josquin des Prez’s “Missa de Beata Virgine.” 
Tenors Donald Meineke and Paul D’Arcy 
were outstanding throughout and displayed 
tremendous control in the Gloria movement. 


In the Agnus Dei, the spotlight shifted to the 
two countertenors, Ryland Angel and John 
Bradford Boh I, each of whom were given 
unique solo material. I suspect many in the 
audience, myself included, hadn’t experi- 
enced countertenors in some time. The two 
resulting rich and soulful performances were 
an awesome reminder of the countertenor’s 
unique role in Western music history. 

The night’s highlight was Giovanni Pierluigi 
da Palestrina’s lovely “Stabat Mater,” for 
which the eight members broke into two 
choirs and performed facing each other. 

The unity of the group could have suffered 
from having only one vocalist on each part, 
but the opposite was true. The performers 
reveled in the challenge and gave a thrilling 
performance that was easily the night’s best. 

There were some weaker sections, how- 
ever, that reminded us that these choris- 
ters are new to singing together. In John 
Sheppard’s “Gaude, gaude, gaude Maria,” 
the soprano voices were often overwhelmed, 
creating an imbalance in the piece’s denser 
moments. This problem persisted in the des 
Prez piece as well. 

Almost entirely sacred in nature and rela- 
tively simple harmonically, Renaissance and 
Baroque choral music possess ethereal, 
otherworldly qualities that are entirely acces- 
sible to new ears. I invited to the concert a 
friend who I know enjoys new experiences 
but who I suspect would have balked at 
going to a program of Renaissance and 
Baroque choral music. I told him to trust 
me; he loved the concert. I expect this will 
be the challenge for Morrow as he builds on 
this promising start: The experience of this 
music doesn’t parallel the perception that 
many people have of it. One convincing per- 
formance down, here’s to a bright future for 
Ensemble VIII. - Michael Kellerman

Cave of 
Forgotten 
Dreams 

D: Werner Herzog. (NR, 90 min.) 



Lions, and bison, and bears! Oh, my! Such images join gal- 
loping horses, woolly mammoths, and other remnants of pre- 
historic life that were drawn on the walls of the Cave of 


Chauvet-Pont-d’Arc in southern France, prob- 
ably some 30,000 to 32,000 years ago. In 
1994, rock climbers discovered these wall 
paintings in a cave that had been sealed off 
by a rock slide for 20,000 years, preserving 
the images in pristine condition. 

Generally believed to be the old- 
est examples of human artwork 
yet discovered, the images con- 
vey a powerful sense of mystery, 
awe, and connectedness with our 
Neanderthal ancestors. Because 
of the harmful effects of exposure 
to the 21st century, access to the 
Chauvet Cave is permitted only a few weeks 
out of the year to a very select sample of 
geologists, art historians, anthropologists, 
and their ilk - and Werner Herzog. This auda- 
cious maker of documentary and narrative 
films received permission from the French 
government to accompany the scientists into 
the cave with a tiny crew. What he emerges 
with is an amazing document and a distinctly 
Herzogian investigation into what makes 
human beings tick, no matter the millennium. 
To a large extent, this is can’t-miss material, 
especially when witnessed in the film’s 3-D 
version in which the curvatures, striations, 
and bumpy irregularities of the cave walls are 
demonstrably part of the art features that 
appear to have been used by the artists to 
augment the vivacity and three-dimensionality 
of their figures. Cave of Forgotten Dreams 


has many aspects in common with Herzog’s 
last documentary, Encounters at the End 
of the World, in which the inquisitive and 
reflective filmmaker directs his eye toward 
a formidable locale little seen by the bulk 
of humanity and narrates his 
discoveries and thoughts in his 
ever-probing, German-accented 
English. Definitely catch this movie 
in its 3-D iteration, as Herzog 
practically schools filmmakers in 
the technique’s proper use. (The 
“why” of what you’re looking at 
ends up mattering more than the 
“what.”) Herzog uses the cave images to 
explore ideas about the beginnings of art, 
while the stained outline of a human hand on 
the wall leads to an inevitable question about 
the work of the auteur. Herzog also wanders 
afield occasionally as his propensity for 
latching on to eccentric characters finds him 
interviewing a perfumer and a man who plays 
“The Star Spangled Banner” on a Neolithic- 
style flute he has carved. Expendable seg- 
ments, maybe, but I’d hate to say the same 
for Herzog’s concluding segment in which he 
visits a nearby biosphere where he observes 
an albino alligator that has mutated in 
response to nuclear facility 20 miles away. 
Herzog’s glimpses of the future can be as 
otherworldly and singular as his perspective 
on the past. - Marjorie Baumgarten

BILL CUNNINGHAM NEW 

YORK D: Richard Press. (NR, 84 min.) 

The title’s punctuation, or lack thereof, is 
a curiosity. Many might argue for the pos- 
sessive: This is Bill Cunningham’s New 
York. “We all get dressed for Bill," Vogue edi- 
tor Anna Wintour purrs by way of intro to this 
documentary about New York Times shut- 
terbug Bill Cunningham, whose two weekly 
photo spreads, “On the Street” and “Evening 
Hours,” have chronicled, respectively, the 
shifting mores of New York fashion and the 
town’s glitterati. Cunningham is portrayed 
here as a gentle eccentric, an ever-smiling 
eightysomething who tools around town on 
a bicycle, snapping shots of the natives in 
a kind of populist fashion parade. At first, 
there seems to be an almost comic discon- 
nect between Cunningham’s own thriftiness 

- he duct-tapes the tears in a plastic poncho 
and raves about his $3 breakfast sandwich 

- and the monied philanthropy and fash- 
ion communities he photographs and with 
which, to a certain extent, he is chummy. 

But as the film expands, Cunningham’s all- 
abiding and egalitarian passion for individual 
expression crystallizes. Harder to come by is 
a hard-fact understanding of Cunningham’s 
biography; his early start as a milliner is 
briefly touched on, as is his family life, but 
documentarian Richard Press delays any 
real probing until a late interview that is 
candid but incomplete. There’s also a sub- 
plot involving Cunningham’s pending eviction 
from the historic Carnegie Hall Studios that 
lightly recalls Thomas Reichman’s short doc 
“Mingus: Charlie Mingus 1968” about a 
similar dislocation, but on a seesaw of the 
sexual-appetite spectrum, Mingus’ legend- 
ary horndog ways are probably evened out 
by Cunningham’s apparently sharply ascetic 
lifestyle. That’s the impression, at least. 
While certainly an affectionate and admiring 
portrait, Bill Cunningham New York, by its 
end, provides no revelations and left this 
viewer, at least, puzzling over whether the 
picture Cunningham has allowed to develop 
of him is completely transparent or utterly 
impenetrable. - Kimberley Jones

GO FOR IT! D: Carmen Marron; with Aimee 
Garcia, Al Bandiero, Jossara Jinaro, Gina Rodriguez, 

Louie Alegria, Derrick Denicola, Andres Perez-Molina.

Go for It!, tied for an Audience Award at 
the 2011 Cine las Americas International 
Film Festival, bears many of the traditional 
markings of the dance-competition genre 
(the Step Up and Stomp movies): the self- 
taught dancer with a humble background, 
the inspirational teacher, the mismatched 
love interest. But this Chicago-based drama 
from first-time writer/director Carmen 
Marron is only passably interesting as a 
dance film (there are only a few big set- 
pieces, and none of them stand out); it’s 
far more involving as a coming-of-age story. 
Professional dancer Aimee Garcia plays 
Carmen Salgado, a directionless student 
and dedicated member of an all-female hip- 
hop crew. Marron does a fine job evoking 


just how overextended Garcia is, juggling 
her studies, dance, an after-school job, a 
home life that is vibrant with laughter and 
food and family infighting, and a demand- 
ing but dear childhood friend, Gina (played 
by the hugely charismatic Rodriguez). While 
Carmen and Gina’s bond is only one of Go 
For it!' s sidelong concerns, the portrait min- 
iature painted here of the girls’ relationship 
- rowdy and fiercely loving - is magnificent. 
But just as Carmen overextends herself, so 
does the filmmaker. There are half-cooked 
subplots (including one involving that inspi- 
rational teacher), confusingly compressed 
timelines, and enough awkward edits to 
make it impossible to f u I l-th roated ly endorse 
this earnest and sympathetic but unsophis- 
ticated debut. - Kimberley Jones

ON STRANGER TIDES D: Rob

It’s a Herculean task to steal the thun- 
der from a Johnny Depp performance, but 
Richard Griffiths (best known these days as 
Harry Potter’s tubby Muggle uncle, Vernon 
Dursley) does exactly that in this fourth 
installment of Disney’s seafaring fran- 
chise. Griffiths’ brief cameo as the obese, 
obdurate, and altogether entertaining King 
George II of England is a marvel of pro- 
tracted vowels and crumpet-stuffing regality. 
He’s Jabba the Hut in velvet brocade, sport- 
ing jowls that appear to extend somewhere 
south of his kingly staff. Bravo! Speaking of 
bloated wealth-makers, On Stranger Tides is 
an improvement on its nearly three-hourlong 
predecessor, if only because it’s a relatively 
trim two hours and 16 minutes. That said, 
it’s always going to be fun watching Depp as 
Captain Jack Sparrow, be he becalmed (At 
Worlds End), besotted (as here, with Cruz’s 
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piratical Angelica, daughter of McShane’s 
dreaded Blackbeard), or merely beleaguered 
- seemingly his lot in nautical life. This 
time out, Captain Jack and his old nemesis 
Barbossa (Rush, equally overboard, as ever) 
who has aligned himself with the Crown, 
race to locate Ponce de Leon’s storied 
fountain of youth. Jackieboy wants to win 
back his beloved Black Pearl and keep his 
neck intact, if not necessarily in that order. 
Barbossa wants Blackbeard dead, being 
that he’s the one responsible for a prior 
loss of limb, and Blackbeard wants what 
all pirates want: eternal life or something 
like it (like, say, a legend that a future film 
company could use to make billions of dol- 
lars). Mermaids play an important role in 
this story, but the ones here would probably 
turn Princess Ariel into a delicious maki- 
zushi repast. Far better than Verbinski’s last 
two Pirates films, incoming director Rob 
Marshall ( Chicago ) keeps the subplots to a 
minimum, the action to the max, and Depp 
onscreen virtually throughout. Summer has 
arrived: More grog, please. - Marc Savlov

He’s a fearsome soldier who was 
decorated in a recent war that everyone 
would now prefer to forget. The hero has 
become an outsider, neither conforming 
to his superiors’ expectation nor capable 
of re-entering civilized society. Now, as the 
movie begins, he is burdened with the task 
of rescuing his niece from the heathen 
enemies who have captured her and killed 
her parents. His companion on the quest 
is the girl’s boyfriend, a young man whose 
ardor exceeds his fighting skills and con- 
tinues in terror of the ex-soldier’s assertion 
that once they find his niece he will have 
no compunction about killing her if she 
has been “infected.” If you’ve guessed that 
the movie plot I’ve described matches The 
Searchers, you’d be right - and wrong. It 
is also the narrative outline of Priest, an 
apocalyptic nightmare in which an eternal 
battle between vampires and human beings 
replaces The Searchers’ struggle between 


Native Americans and Western settlers. 

Paul Bettany reunites with his Legion direc- 
tor, Scott Stewart, for this live-action inter- 
pretation of Min-Woo Hyung’s graphic novel 
Priest. A handsomely constructed opening- 
credits sequence makes a nod toward the 
film’s source material. A voiceover sum- 
marizes the history of the epic war that 
precedes the film’s action. The clergy have 
protected their human flock by walling them 
into strictly governed communities while 
sending their priests out as vampire war- 
riors who, long ago, succeeded in herding 
the creatures onto reservations. Now a 
human-vampire hybrid listed in the credits 
as Black Hat (Urban) has other plans for 
the social order. Priest (Bettany) and his 
niece’s boyfriend (Gigandet) are joined 
in their mission by Priestess (Maggie Q), 
and, unfortunately, the majority of the 
movie is given over to battle sequences 
that lack much ingenuity or narrative 
drive. The cinematography by Don Burgess 
(■ Source Code, The Book of Eli) is crisp 
and the film’s brightness and clarity don’t 
appear to wash out to the same degree 
that most 3-D movies do these days. 
Bettany exudes an intensity that lays the 
groundwork for an interesting character, 
but Priest hasn’t a prayer of creating any- 
thing more subtle than the giant cross tat- 
tooed on his face. - Marjorie Baumgarten

A challenging movie under any circumstances, 

The Beaver arrives in theatres carrying an unfair 
amount of additional baggage. Foster co-stars as 
well as directs The Beaver, which is based on a 
script by Austinite Kyle Killen. The film tells the 
story of Walter Black (Gibson), a successful but 
“hopelessly depressed” businessman who lives 
in suburban Westchester with his wife, Meredith 
(Foster), and two sons - young Flenry (Stewart) and 
high school senior Porter (Yelchin). After Meredith 
kicks him out, Walter awakens from a botched sui- 
cide attempt with a beaver puppet on his arm that 
starts giving him orders in a voice that takes on 
a cockney accent. Strange though it is, the device 
proves therapeutic and allows Walter to re-engage 
with his family and career and achieve new success- 
es. Foster commendably stretches beyond her com- 
fort zone with The Beaver, but in the end the film’s 
high-concept premise is at war with its conventional 
direction.

Bridesmaids is a delicious confection that artfully 
swirls vulgarity with sincerity. Comic actress Kristen 
Wiig’s hapless heroine Annie, mired in debt after 
losing the cake shop she owned with a boyfriend 
who subsequently abandoned her, sees her circum- 
stances grow even bleaker when her childhood best 
friend, Lillian (Rudolph), announces her engagement. 
She names Annie her maid of honor, but there’s 
competition for the crown in the form of Lillian’s 
new friend, Helen (Byrne). This relentlessly funny 
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film mines material from the ludicrousness of the 
“wedding industrial complex,” but it doesn’t restrict 
its scope to matrimonial yuks, smartly placing the 
other bridesmaids (Kemper, McLendon-Covey, and 
McCarthy) as counterpoints on the continuum of a 
woman’s life, from newlywed to sex-starved mom. 

In an age of doggedly unambitious comedy, one 
marvels at the finesse first-time screenwriters Wiig 
and Annie Mumolo, and director Feig ( Freaks and 
Geeks), bring to marrying raunch, romantic comedy, 
and the tested but ever-true bond between women.

Handled with Redford’s hallmark deliberateness, The 
Conspirator illuminates historical events surround- 
ing the trial of Mary Surratt (Wright), the owner of 
the boarding house where John Wilkes Booth, the 
assassin of Abraham Lincoln, met frequently with his 
confederates to plan their actions. In the aftermath, 
Surratt was imprisoned and tried in a military tribunal 
rather than a civil court. The viewers’ surrogate in 
this drama is Surratt’s defense counsel, Frederick 
Aiken (McAvoy), a Union war hero and aspiring attor- 
ney who slowly begins to doubt the woman’s guilt. 
Should any of this call to mind America’s post-9/11 
fears and the quagmire faced by the prisoners at 
Guantanamo Bay, you’re heading in the direction 
that Redford planned. Yet the film has little flash of 
life and energy. Despite becoming witnesses to a 
hanging, we leave the theatre an enervated bunch.

Returning to his generic suburban home, 
he discovers he’s also been cast out by his wife.

Ready for what, exactly, is revealed 
only in fragmentary flashbacks. Hanna is this sum- 
mer’s action thriller to beat. Just like its titular anti- 
heroine, it becomes its own feral beast, undomes- 
ticated and slathering bloody good fun all over the 
audience.

Hesher, the nihilistic character played by Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt, is the antidote for what ails this movie’s 
dysfunctional family. He is pure id - a snarling, half- 
dressed squatter bearing ominous tattoos - and he 
arrives as mysteriously as he departs. Young T.J. 
(Brochu) is still grieving his mother’s recent death, 
but he is coping adequately. Not so his father, Paul 
(Wilson), whose regimen of pills and self-pity barely 
allows him to function. They live with T.J.’s grandmother 
(Laurie), who sees to their basic needs for food and 
shelter. Then Hesher moves in, and before long, he’s 
stealing cable TV (and porn), teaching Granny to smoke 
a bong, and moving in on the nice woman at the gro- 
cery store. Curiously, Hesher' s anti-narrative leaves us 
with a central character who makes little psychological 
sense. The performances are all top-notch here, yet 
Hesher is a muddle of inchoate feelings that never 
really grasps the cliches to which it raises its middle 
finger.

As a writer and a director, Tom Shadyac first 
unleashed Ace Ventura: Pet Detective and The 
Nutty Professor remake on the world; later he 
directed what could charitably be called a string 
of film fiascoes. But that’s all behind him now, 
as Shadyac lays out in the opening minutes of 
this personal documentary. Tired of hearing the 
name Tom Shadyac? Try spending 76 minutes 
with him; you’ll hear little else. This talking-head- 
heavy film, which explores what’s broken with 
our world, raises some interesting ideas, like 
quantum entanglement, cooperation in animal 
behavior, and the intersection of science and 
spirituality. But Shadyac isn’t content to let his 
interview subjects - including Howard Zinn, Noam 
Chomsky, and Desmond Tutu - speak for them- 
selves. Instead, he has to literalize every concept 
in a kind of short-attention-span theatre. It’s hard 
to decide what rankles most: what an astonishing 
monument to Shadyac’s self-absorption I Am is, 
or the flat-out incompetence of the filmmaking.

Bassett and Devine are the duel- 
ing matriarchs brought together on the eve of their 
respective offsprings’ nuptials. Sabrina Watson 
(Patton) and Jason Taylor (Alonso) seem to form a 
match made in heaven, but for their polar-opposite 
backgrounds. Sabrina’s family lives on Martha’s 
Vineyard and are cultured, multilingual, and a perfect 
portrait of African-American gentry. Jason’s backstory 
is that of a gussied-up homeboy.

In Meek’s Cutoff, director Kelly Reichardt laces 
together the operatic Western with the survivalist 
story. An exact location proves elusive here, which is 
rather the point, as seven pioneers in 1845, journey- 
ing along the Oregon Trail, come to the terrifying con- 
clusion that they are lost. The real-life Stephen Meek 
(Greenwood), a raggedy-bearded braggart, is their 
supposedly informed guide, but his swagger has got- 
ten them nowhere. That’s not technically true: They’re 
somewhere, all right - a bone-dry expanse, with at 
least one Native American tracking their trudge - and 
as the film progresses, that somewhere starts to look 
like the emigrants’ final resting place. When their 
watcher - known only as “The Indian” (Rondeaux) - is 
captured by an overzealous Meek, the single-minded 
focus of the characters, and the film, expands to 
explore the dynamics of groupthink. This revisionist 
Western - intellectually, aesthetically, and narratively 
absorbing - rattles to the bone, but never quite rends 
the heart.

Sarah Jarosz 


One World Theatre, Sunday 22 

Having finished the last two finals of her sopho- 
more year at Boston’s New England Conservatory, 
Sarah Jarosz proclaims, “Summer has officially 


begun.” So, too, has the tour taking 
her through the end of August, kick- 
ing off in her new home base hours 
after we talk. The local wunderkind’s 
second LP for bluegrass hothouse 
Sugar Hill, Follow Me Down (see 
“Texas Platters,” May 13), skipped 
its sophomore year altogether. 

“Obviously it came to mind, but it 
wasn’t what we were thinking about 
the whole time we were recording, 
like, ‘Oh, this is the second CD - 
sophomore slump, whatever,’” she 
says. “It was more about working 
again with [producer] Gary Paczosa, 
which is always about the music. 
One thing Gary’s been really cool 
about from the beginning, since 
[2009 debut Song Up in Her Head], 
was saying, ‘The most important 
thing is that you and I are happy 
with it. People are going to think 
what they’re going to think, but as 
long as we feel good about the work 


that we’ve done, we can rest easy.”' 

Given Follow Me Down's A-minus 
results: Which engendered more 
pressure, the first album or its 
companion piece? 

“To be honest, probably the fol- 
low-up,” offers Jarosz. “You know, 
the first record I had my whole life 
to gather those songs, whereas 
with this one, I was balancing being 
in college and recording it at the 
same time, which proved to be 
really challenging. 

“But it feels like a natural progres- 
sion. Since the last one came out, 
I’ve moved to Boston and had two 
years in school and not only new 
musical knowledge from studying, 
but also the personal experience 
of starting the next part of my life 
on my own. All of that made its way 
into the music without me having to 
force something new necessarily.”

HUSBAND’S EXTREME 
CAUTION IS CAUSING WIFE 
TO OVERHEAT 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

My husband and I recently purchased a new car. 
My husband refuses to run the air conditioner in heavy 
stop-and-go traffic or if we are sitting in the parked car. 
When I ask him what the reason is, he says that since 
the compressor for the air conditioning is belt-driven, 
if there is no airflow into the engine, the car will over- 
heat. So Vm wondering why I see everyone else sitting 
in their nice, cool cars with the windows up, but their 
cars aren’t overheating. He has been this way with all 
of his vehicles. We have a vacation coming up with a 
12-hour drive. I’m worried about long, hot construc- 
tion delays. Is he right? Should I continue to silently 
melt in 90-degree weather? Or can we turn on the 
darn air conditioning? - Katie 

RAY: Katie, we feel for you. We really do. The 
reason you see everyone else sitting in their nice, 
cool cars is because they’re not married to your 
stubborn husband. 

TOM: He’s being overly cautious. Far too 
cautious. For at least three decades now, all cars 
have come equipped with electric cooling fans. 
When the car isn’t moving and there’s no wind 
being pushed through the front grille, an electric 
fan now comes on, independent of the engine, 
and makes its own breeze for the radiator. 

RAY: That’s why cars can sit in traffic, even 
with the AC on, on very hot days, and still 
not overheat. 

TOM: In fact, most cars have a second cool- 
ing fan, or a higher speed for the cooling fan, 
that kicks in automatically whenever the air 
conditioner is turned on, just to provide extra 
cooling under hot conditions. 

RAY: Now, there is a limit to a cooling fan’s 
effectiveness. It never will provide as much cooling 
air as you would get when driving 65 mph on the 
highway So if you’re stuck in traffic for a long time, 
and it’s 120 degrees out, an engine still can over- 
heat. But those are highly unusual conditions. 

TOM: So the bottom line is that you’re suf- 
fering needlessly, Katie. Here’s what you should 
do: Suggest that your husband try leaving the 
AC on during your upcoming vacation. 

RAY: Right. Just leave it on, whether you’re 
stopped or moving. As long as the temperature 
warning light on the dashboard doesn’t come on, 
that means the car is fine. And unless you’re in 
bumper-to-bumper traffic in Phoenix, Ariz., dur- 
ing a horrendous heat wave or the cooling system 
malfunctions, that light’s never going to come on. 

TOM: But just in case, wear Egyptian cotton, 
Katie. Good luck.
